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CDC Reports HIV-Negative Gay Men With KS

The questions surrounding 
the nature of Kaposi’s sarco¬ 
ma continue to grow. This 
week, in a cable television 
broadcast sponsored by the 
Physicians Association for 
AIDS Care, Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control expert Dr. 
Thomas Peterman describes 
finding some two dozen gay 


men across the country who 
have had Kaposi’s sarcoma 
while remaining decidedly 
HIV negative. 

KS, previously known as 
the most frequent AIDS-asso¬ 
ciated condition, has occurred 
almost exclusively in gay 
men, avoiding most straight 
IV drug users and women 
with AIDS. 

In the pre-AIDS era, KS

Despite wide-ranging en¬ 
dorsements from around the 
Bay Area, San Mateo County 
Supervisor Tom Nolan lost 
his bid for a U.S. House of 
Representatives seat in the 
14th District in California’s 
June 2 primary. 

San Mateo County Super¬ 
visor Ann Eshoo won that 
race with 41 percent of the 
vote, Assemblyman Ted Lem- 
pert got 36 percent of the vote 
and Nolan had 14 percent. 

“Money was a huge part of 


it,” Nolan told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “Lempert sent out 
11 pieces, Eshoo wrote a 
book and sent out pieces, and 
we could only afford to send 
out three. We were over¬ 
whelmed on the radio, and in 
the Santa Clara County por¬ 
tion of the district, we were 
only able to do a minimal 
amount.” 

Nolan was critical of a ho¬ 
mophobic hit piece that listed 
all of his opponent Ted Lem- 
pert’s endorsements but only 
listed Nolan’s endorsements

appeared as a strange but in¬ 
nocuous condition among 
Africans and elderly East Eu¬ 
ropean and Mediterranean 
men. A few purplish lesions 
would appear on the skin, 
and that was it. Just 11 years 
ago this week the first report 
was published about five gay 
Los Angeles residents with a 
much more extensive and vir¬ 
ulent form of Kaposi’s. This 


was the beginning of the 
AIDS epidemic. 

Although considered a 
form of cancer, KS is proba¬ 
bly not a true cancer but a 
proliferation of nodules of 
tiny blood vessels caused by 
an excess of growth factors in 
the blood. Production of these 
cellular messengers may well 
be brought on by some kind 
of infection. The possibility 


that a sexually transmitted 
microbe is at work in this 
now serious, occasionally life- 
threatening condition has 
been raised time and again 
since the start of the epidem¬ 
ic. And the decrease in KS 
during the past several years 
has been assigned to the rise 
of safe sex.

Perot Veers Right

In the wake of Ross Per¬ 
ot’s comments last week re¬ 
garding hiring policies in his 
hypothetical administration, 
his Washington, D.C. staff on 
June 1 locked office doors and 
refused to speak with gay and 
lesbian leaders. 

Gregory King of the Hu¬ 
man Rights Campaign Fund, 
Robert Bray of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
and Margaret Cantrell of 
Queer Nation/National Capi¬ 
tal tried to meet with Perot 
staffers to discuss Perot’s ap¬ 
parent support of discrimina¬ 
tion, King said. 

Following lengthy cover¬ 
age on Washington television 
news, Perot’s supporters de¬ 
cided to schedule a meeting 
with the leaders, King said. 

Comments Anger Leaders 

The Texas billionaire and 
supposed Washington out¬ 
sider seems to have wiped 
out any support from lesbian 
and gay leaders with his re¬ 
marks last week during an in¬ 
terview on ABC’s “20-20.” 
Perot told Barbara Walters 
that he would not appoint a 
gay man or lesbian to a high 
cabinet post. 

“I don’t want anybody 
there that will be at a point of 
controversy with the Ameri¬ 
can people,” Perot said. “It 
will distract from the work to 
be done.” 

Perot went on to say that 
“what people do with their 


private lives is their busi¬ 
ness.” That statement seemed 
to echo his earlier announce¬ 
ment, made in April during a 
PBS interview with David 
Frost, that an individual’s sex¬ 


ual orientation is a matter of 
individual rights. 

On “20-20” Perot also 
spoke in favor of the mili¬ 
tary’s ban on gays and les-

Police Admit Error 
In May 8 Arrests

Police erred when they 
blocked demonstrators on 
Church Street during a May 8 
march from Dolores Park to 
Duboce Park, Police Cmdr. 
Jim Arnold said June 2 at a 
meeting of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors City Services Com¬ 
mittee. 

“A line of officers were ap¬ 
parently pulled out of posi¬ 
tion or responded there,” 
Arnold said. “I don’t know 
who gave the order but they

were ordered to open it up. 
They were there in error.” 

Arnold said that once com¬ 
mand staff realized the offi¬ 
cers were there, they were 
pulled off. 

Arnold said that he wasn’t 
aware of a second blockage of 
the march by police, but Capt. 
John Newlin of Mission Sta¬ 
tion said that a small group of 
officers might have blocked 
demonstrators a second time. 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg asked police to pro-

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Budget Cuts Squelching 
S.F. Men's Health Study

Dr. Anthony Fauci, direc¬ 
tor of the government’s Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases, says that 
he remains committed to car¬ 
rying out all aspects of AIDS 
research, but that the current 
era of no-growth budgets 
make “prioritization” the key 
word. 

One of the first large-scale 
investigations to feel the full 
weight of this word is the San 
Francisco Men’s Health 
Study. The threat to its exis¬ 
tence has sparked an outpour¬ 
ing of objections from its vol¬ 
unteer participants, who over 
the years have come to view 
the study as a community 
project. 

Begun eight years ago, the 
San Francisco Men’s Health 
Study is a continuous follow¬ 
up of more than 1,000 men 


living in the Castro. It has 
yielded many insights into 
how AIDS spreads in the 
population and how it pro¬ 
gresses in the individual. 

, The study is paid for by 
NIAID, which is a branch of 
the National Institutes of 
Health. The agency renewed 
that funding nine months ago 
for another four-year period, 
although it cut the annual 
budget from $2.5 to 1.7 mil¬ 
lion. 

But last winter, NIAID 
suddenly told the SFMHS 
that its money would be ter¬ 
minated in October. The 
study’s epidemiologists were 
invited instead to apply for 
funding to do preparatory 
work for a large-scale vaccine 
trial involving thousands of 
people. 

AIDS vaccine research has 
gained considerable momen¬ 
tum during the past few years 


despite the primitive state of 
model vaccines, which can 
only hope to demonstrate at 
best that it is possible to arti¬ 
ficially induce some partial 
anti-HIV immunity. The pro¬ 
motional push by biotech 
companies developing the 
vaccines has found support in 
Washington among conserva¬ 
tive politicians — including 
Rep. William Dannemeyer — 
who seem more interested in 
protecting the general popula¬ 
tion than in treating the stig¬ 
matized groups hardest hit by 
the epidemic. 

But the vaccine promoters 
cannot be simply character¬ 
ized: Among the major vac¬ 
cine advocates are liberal in¬ 
ternational health experts 
who view expediting this line 
of research as the only hope 
for stemming the spread of 
AIDS in the developing

Hayward Couple Forced to Flee 
After Near-Fatal Gay Bashing

Six weeks after they were 
stabbed and beaten in a vi¬ 
cious assault that nearly 
killed one of the pair, a Hay¬ 
ward gay couple has been 
forced to move from their 
home in fear for their lives. 

“We don’t have a choice. 
We’re not safe here,” Harold 
Regan said. 

Regan and his lover, 
William Vega, moved from 
their Dixon Street home 
June 1 to stay with friends af¬ 
ter increased harassment 
from the friends of two juve¬ 
niles charged with assault 
with a deadly weapon, hate 
crimes and other charges af¬ 
ter attacking the couple April 
22 . 

In that attack, Vega was 
stabbed five times in the back 
by one of the. juveniles 
charged in the incident, and 
Regan received a concussion 
in the beating that occurred 
on the block where they lived 
near the South Hayward 
BART station. 


Nine or 10 juveniles were 
present during the altercation, 
according to Vega. 

“Me and my lover were 
walking home and we passed 
them. One of them started ar¬ 
guing with my lover. The 
first words of out their 
mouths were ‘cocksucker’ and 
‘faggot.’ The only reason they 
were harassing us is because 
we are gay,” Vega told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Vega, who had been walk¬ 
ing ahead of his lover because 
he wanted to get home quick¬ 
ly, turned around and went 
to his lover’s aid. 

He said he was almost 
killed in the attack. 

“One of them hit me, so I 
started fighting and I was 
stabbed five times in the 
back. I was almost killed. One 
of the nurses at the hospital 
told me that (the knife) came 
within an inch of my liver 
and that I was very lucky,” he 
said. 

The assailants are not un¬ 
known to Vega and Regan. 
One of the two juveniles 


charged in the attack lived 
across the street from the cou¬ 
ple. 

Vega and Regan decided 
that they had to move follow¬ 
ing the attack after friends of 
the juveniles charged in the 
incident began posting signs 
in the neighborhood attacking 
the couple. 

“It’s not safe to walk 
around here anymore,” Vega 
said. 

The juveniles arrested in 
the assault will be tried for as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon 
that caused great bodily in¬ 
jury, hate crimes and other 
charges. 

According to Alameda 
County Assistant District At¬ 
torney Jim Mullaly, the trial is 
set for June 4, but a continu¬ 
ance is expected to be grant- 
ed. 

Vega and Regan will be 
staying with friends until 
they are able to relocate be¬ 
cause of the possibility of re¬ 
taliation. ▼

Gay Banker's Killer 
May Get Death Penalty 


Gay Attorney Charged With 
Stealing From Client's Account

A gay attorney who han¬ 
dled the financial affairs of a 
man with AIDS has been ar¬ 
rested on charges of stealing 
$43,310 from the client’s bank 
account. 

Walter Caplan, 45, was ar¬ 
rested at his Forestville home 
in the Russian River area on 
May 30 after eluding arrest 
for several weeks, according 
to Assistant District Attorney 
Don Sanchez. 

Caplan, who has also been 
charged for practicing law 
while his license was sus¬ 
pended, was found hiding in 
an upstairs closet of his home 
by a Sonoma County sheriff s 
deputy. 

Caplan was arrested on a 
warrant issued by San Fran¬ 
cisco Municipal Court Judge 
Julie Tang, following an in¬ 
vestigation by the Special 
Prosecutions Unit of the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s 


Office and the state Bar of 
California into a complaint 
that he stole the funds from 
the bank account of Charles 
Cyberski. 

According to Sanchez, Ca¬ 
plan, who had signature au¬ 
thority on Cyberski’s account, 
used the funds for personal 
expenditures and to pay his 
bills. 

Cyberski had obtained the 
funds through a home equity 
loan to pay for the costs of his 
illness. Caplan had power of 
attorney and signature author¬ 
ity on the account from which 
the funds were allegedly 
stolen. 

Sanchez told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Caplan had rep¬ 
resented other clients after he 
was suspended May 15 for 
two years for a previous mis¬ 
appropriation of client funds. 

“He was paying his bills on 
the death money of these peo¬ 
ple. It’s reprehensible. Many 
of his clients had AIDS and 


he used that to his advantage 
to rip them off,” Sanchez said. 

Cyberski was not available 
for comment. 

Caplan, who is scheduled 
to be arraigned on the 
charges in San Francisco Mu¬ 
nicipal Court June 4, was re¬ 
leased from jail after his bail 
was reduced from $50,000 to 
$1,000 by weekend-duty Mu¬ 
nicipal Court Judge Diane 
Wick without notice to the 
District Attorney’s Office at 
the request of Tom Steel, Ca- 
plan’s attorney. 

According to news ac¬ 
counts Wick said that Caplan 
was released after Ron Hu- 
berman, a district attorney’s 
investigator, said that the de¬ 
fendant would not flee. 

Sanchez criticized Wick 
for asking Huberman, “a per¬ 
sonal acquaintance of Ca- 
plan’s acting in a purely per¬ 
sonal capacity” and not as a 
representative of the DA,

The confessed killer of 
Conrad Lutz, a local gay 
Wells Fargo Bank executive 
who was murdered in Febru¬ 
ary 1989, may be extradited 
to San Francisco to face trial 
for the killing, according to 
Assistant District Attorney 
Bill Fazio. 

Charles Cohen, 28, who is 
serving life in prison without 
the possibility of parole in 
Delaware following his con¬ 
viction of the 1988 murders of 
his parents, confessed to the 
killing of Lutz in a video¬ 
taped statement to authori¬ 
ties. 

Cohen fled Delaware to 
California to escape capture 
for the murders of his parents, 
and in February 1989 while 
hiding out in a Sacramento 
facility for the homeless, dis¬ 
covered that he was going to 
be the subject of a report 
about the killings on the Fox 
television series “America’s 
Most Wanted.” 

Fazio told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Cohen then de¬ 
cided to flee the shelter and 
come to San Francisco to 
pick up and kill a gay man 
for cash to continue a life on 
the lam. 

According to Fazio, the 
two-hour taped statement by 
Cohen indicates that he came 
to San Francisco, and after 
meeting the 51-year-old Lutz, 
went home with him but 
claimed to be “too tired” to 
have sex, but promised to 
“take care of him” the follow¬ 
ing day. 

“The victim gave him 
some money to go to an all¬ 
day theater and later they had 
dinner and went back to the 
victim’s apartment. He gave 
the victim a massage and 
then told him to lay back and 
close his eyes and that he was 
going to give him a surprise,” 
Fazio said. 

The surprise, according to 
Fazio, wasn’t sex but a knife. 

Lutz closed his eyes, ac¬ 
cording to Fazio, and Cohen 
pulled out a knife and 
stabbed him in the heart. 

Cohen, who was previous¬ 
ly charged with homicide on 
the basis of evidence in the 
case, may now face the death 
penalty because the killing 
was premeditated and be¬ 
cause it was committed dur¬ 
ing the commission of a rob¬ 
bery. ▼

Ex-Manager of Polk Bar Found Dead

San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment homicide inspectors 
are investigating the murder 
of a gay man whose body was 
found on May 28 in his Hyde 
Street apartment. 

Robert Colundrello, the 
former manager of the Yacht 
Club, a popular gay bar, had 
been ill with AIDS for some 
time. His body was found by 
a home health-care provider, 
according to Inspector Jim 
Bergstrom. 

“It’s definitely a homicide. 
It could have been a trick 
murder or a guest in the 
apartment. But whoever did 
it didn’t break in and kill 
him,” he said. 

Bergstrom declined to re¬ 
veal the cause of Colundrel- 
lo’s death beyond “violent 
traumatic injuries.”

Colundrello, 36, was last 
seen alive May 24. 

“We’re interested in speak¬ 
ing with anyone who may 
have seen him or knows him. 


It would help shed a little 
light on the matter,” 
Bergstrom said. 

Colundrello’s former lover, 
Ed Scott, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the day after 
Colundrello’s body was found 
he received a call from a mail¬ 
order house from the East 
Coast wanting to verify a 
credit card order for men’s 
clothes that had been billed to 
Scott’s credit card over the 
telephone but were to be 
shipped to Colundrello. 

The credit charge, not au¬ 
thorized by Scott, was made 
the day that Colundrello was 
murdered.

Banks Cut Funding to Scouts 
Due to Anti-Gay Policy

Bank of America and 
Wells Fargo Bank have added 
themselves to the growing list 
of Bay Area organizations 
that have cut off funding to 
the Boy Scouts of America. 

Both banks announced that 
the Scouts’ policy of exclud¬ 
ing gays is inconsistent with 
their funding guidelines. Both 
companies also pointed out 
that they bar discrimination 
based on sexual orientation in 
employment as well. 

Spokesperson Lorna Dou- 
bet said that Wells Fargo de¬ 
cided on its own to quit fund¬ 
ing the Scouts after reporters 
had inquired on the subject. 

The bank wants to be 
“non-discriminatory in every 
way that we possibly can be,” 
Doubet said. 

Wells Fargo has given the 
Scouts about $30,000 a year 
during the past five years. 
Doubet said that the bank 
was open to resuming fund¬ 
ing if the Scouts stopped dis-

criminating and that Scout 
chapters that agree to comply 
with Wells Fargo guidelines 
still were eligible for funding. 

Bank of America has given 
the Scouts as much as $20,000 
annually. 

“The bank has been'a long¬ 


time supporter of the Boy 
Scouts and admires the vital 
role the organization plays in 
our communities,” a state¬ 
ment from Bank of America 
reads. “Regrettably, however, 
our non-discrimination policy 
precludes us from continuing 
our financial support of the 
organization due to its deci¬ 
sion to bar scouts and scout 
leaders based on sexual pref¬ 
erence, rather than personal 
conduct.” 

The United Way of the 
Bay Area announced in April 
it would cut off its $580,000 in 
funding to the Scouts. That 
decision came after a long 
lobbying effort from activists, 
including Queer Scouts and 
Forgotten Scouts, a group of 
gay former Boy Scouts. 

Levi Strauss Foundation 
announced last month that it 
would stop funding the 
Scouts, effective June 15. Dur¬ 
ing the past five years, Levi 
has given the Scouts an aver¬ 
age of $40,000 to $80,000 a 
year.

ordan Budget Cuts 
Not as Deep as Feared

Mayor Jordan’s budget pro¬ 
posals aimed at making up 
the $175 million shortfall in 
the city’s $2.6 billion 1992-93 
budget include reduced ser¬ 
vices, increased fees and a 
one-time increase in a com¬ 
mercial users utility tax. 

“Some of the cuts are deep 
and painful and I am mindful 
of the distress they will cause. 
At the same time, I am confi¬ 
dent that in bringing this bud¬ 
get into balance, terrible and 
destructive cuts were avoid¬ 
ed,” Jordan said in his budget 
message to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors on June 1. 

“There was no reduction 
in AIDS services. In addition, 
the budget reflects an empha¬ 
sis on reduction in the spread 
of AIDS. These include the 
needle-exchange program and 
an associated increase in sub¬ 
stance abuse treatment ser¬ 
vices, distribution of condoms 
in the schools and a Depart¬ 
ment of Social Services pro¬ 
gram for sites and services tar¬ 
geted toward high-risk popula¬ 
tions such as gay and lesbian 
youth and communities at 
high risk for intravenous drug 
use,” Jordan said. 

Jordan said that service re¬ 
ductions include reduced li¬ 
brary hours at all 26 branches 
and the closure of the Main 
Library on Sundays, in¬ 
creased fees for recreational 
facilities, including the San 
Francisco Zoo, swimming 
pools and golf courses, and an 
increase in Muni railway 
fares. 

The city will also reduce 
various capital improvement 


projects and defer mainte¬ 
nance and equipment items as 
a cost-cutting measure. 

More than $20 million of 
the shortfall will come from 
salary savings by 500 jobs that 
will remain unfilled when 
employees take early retire¬ 
ment. 

Jordan said critical-needs 
programs, identified by the 
Board of Supervisors during 
last year’s budget hearings 
and expected to be funded by 
Senate Bill 855 funds, will re¬ 
ceive funding, including a gay 
and lesbian youth center. 

With an annual budget of 
$602 million, the Department 
of Public Health received $37 
million in cuts. After raising 
the possibility of draconian 
service cuts, including a re¬ 
duction in primary care ser¬ 
vices and the closure of pub¬ 
lic health funded community 
programs, “the Health Depart¬ 
ment confessed at the last 
minute that there would be 
minimal service cuts,” accord¬ 
ing to Teresa Serrata, a may¬ 
or’s budget analyst. 

Although members of the 
Board of Supervisors praised 
Jordan and his budget staff 
for their cooperation with the 
board, many supervisors de¬ 
ferred comment on the bud¬ 
get package until they had re¬ 
viewed it. 

“Frank deserves credit. 
This process is so much bet¬ 
ter than last year with Agnos 
when there were vendettas 
and efforts to conceal,” Super¬ 
visor Harry Britt said. “But, 
we’re going to look carefully 
at the numbers to see 
whether service cuts are there

Bashing Victim 
Fears for Safety

A gay-bashing victim is 
fearful for his own safety as 
well as that of others after his 
attacker was released by San 
Francisco police. 

William May said he was 
dissatisfied with the police 
and the District Attorney’s 
Office in their handling of his 
case. 

But Assistant District At¬ 
torney Charles Haines, who 
heads the DA’s hate crimes 
unit, said that May’s evidence 
was insufficient to hold the 
suspect. Haines said that the 
case was still under investiga¬ 
tion and had not yet been 
classified as a hate crime. 

May said he was waiting 
for a bus at Castro and Mar¬ 
ket April 13 at 2 a.m. when a 
man who appeared to be in¬ 
toxicated approached and be¬ 
gan threatening and taunting 
him with anti-gay slurs. 

May and another man 
boarded a bus, followed by 
the attacker who continued 
his verbal abuse and then hit 
the other man, May said. 

“I stood up because the 
guy’s head went down and he 
was bleeding, and when I 
stood up and walked a few 
feet, that’s when the guy 
lunged at me and punched 
me in the face,” May said. “So 
I punched him in the face. He 


pulled out a corkscrew and 
was trying to stab me so I 
kicked him in the face and 
the guy got off the bus. 

“You have to fight back in 
order to change anything,” 
said May, who criticized the 
bus driver and other passen¬ 
gers on the bus for failing to 
intervene in the fight. 

May’s injuries included 
gashes on his lip, a lump on 
his head, pains in his chest 
and bruises. 

But “the main injuries are 
psychological,” he said. 
“That’s the main part. ... 
When I’m on the bus, I con¬ 
stantly go over the incident in 
my head.” 

May said he spotted his at¬ 
tacker the next day and called 
police who arrested him. But 
the man was released because 
the district attorney did not 
have sufficient evidence to 
hold him. 

The charge against the 
man was reduced from a 
felony to misdemeanor, May 
said, “which is totally outra¬ 
geous to me, that they would 
reduce someone who commit¬ 
ted this kind of crime to a 
misdemeanor.” 

“How does the DA get this 
kind of power?” May asked. 
“How can they make such a 
decision without researching 
the facts more carefully? So I

Activists Skeptical About 
Life of Harvey Milk Film

Nearly 300 lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual and transgender ac¬ 
tivists gathered in the Wom¬ 
en’s Building May 29 to ex¬ 
press their concerns about 
and visions for the making of 
“The Mayor of Castro Street,” 
the film in development by 
Warner Bros, about the life of 
Harvey Milk. 

Two of the film’s co-pro¬ 
ducers, Craig Zadan and Neil 


Meron, and executive pro¬ 
ducer Oliver Stone’s liaison 
Janet Yang, who may begin 
filming the screenplay based 
on Randy Shilts’ book as ear¬ 
ly as March in San Francisco, 
participated in the GLAAD- 
sponsored forum to answer 
questions and listen to input 
about the film. 

The producers said that 
Gus Van Sant had agreed to 
direct the film and is in the 
process of signing the con¬ 


tract, and that Robin 
Williams had expressed inter¬ 
est in playing Harvey Milk. 

Marge Plum, moderator of 
the discussion, began the 
evening by acknowledging 
the producers’ “openness to 
suggestions and commitment 
to the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity.” 

“We didn’t have to beat 
down any doors to meet with 
them tonight. It was their

Start Working 
for Clinton 

N ow that the primaries are over and Bill Clinton 
has sewn up the Democratic nomination for 
president, it’s time for the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity to get over its nitpicking and begin 
working for the Arkansas governor’s election. 

The bigoted comments of Ross Perot concerning keep¬ 
ing gays out of his administration and out of the military 
should dissuade any gay or lesbian with a working brain 
from supporting the Dallas billionaire. 

George Bush’s opposition to the gay rights bill in 
Congress, the District of Columbia’s domestic partners 
ordinance, gays in the military and a host of other issues 
should equally repel gays and lesbians from him and his 
namby-pamby vice president. 

Clinton is our only choice. And despite what some 
naysayers are whining, he has soundly and convincingly 
come out for gay rights and full funding in the fight 
against AIDS. 

Clinton has taken a stand that he did not have to take 
— opposing the sodomy statute in his home state of 
Arkansas. The fact that Arkansas has a law against 
sodomy should not detract from support for Clinton. 
Backwoods state legislators decide the law in Arkansas, 
and they never presented Clinton with a bill to get rid of 
the sodomy statute. 

If Clinton had been on a bandwagon condemning gays 
and lesbians or had actively fought to keep the sodomy 
statute on the books, we could see our community fight¬ 
ing his candidacy. But he didn’t. It’s time to focus on the 
future — beating Bush and Perot. 

Bush and Perot are going to engage in a cockfight to 
prove who is more conservative on certain divisive issues 
— namely dealing with those members of society that fun¬ 
damentalist types deem undesirable. 

Clinton is the moderate-liberal choice of reason. If he 
can bring together all the various liberal constituencies 
to support him this fall, and get them to the polls, he can 
win. 

While Perot and Bush divide up the Reagan 
Democrats and fundamentalists, Clinton can win with a 
coalition of core Democrats, women, gays, lesbians, 
blacks and environmentalists. 

Gay and lesbian voters can help determine who carries 
several large key states. Perot’s anti-gay comments could 
cost him California and its 54 electoral votes, nearly 1/5 
of those needed to win. A similar scenario could develop 
in New York, Illinois, Florida and Texas. 

Perot’s candidacy has leveled the playing field. Where¬ 
as the Electoral College is stacked in favor of the Repub¬ 
lican candidate, Perot now makes any one of the three 
candidates’ winning a majority of votes less likely. If the 
vote is divided up roughly three ways, any small shift 
will determine who wins what state. 

Clinton needs to go all out and pick a vice presiden¬ 
tial candidate that can mobilize the disenfranchised lib¬ 
eral electorate. He needn’t be cautious. He should chose 
a woman or an African American. 

Perot is talking about selecting former Reagan Ambas¬ 
sador to the U.N. Jean Kirkpatrick as his running mate, 
so Clinton’s selection of a woman becomes all the more 
imperative. And who is the most plausible choice? Texas 
Gov. Ann Richards would be an excellent nominee. She 
would further level the playing field in Texas. Another 
strong candidate would be U.S. Rep. Maxine Waters of 
Los Angeles. ▼

A Terrifying Prospect 


T he 1992-93 state budget currently being 
crafted by the state Legislature and the 
governor should terrify anyone who cares 
about HIV/AIDS. 

Despite four years of neglect to AIDS funding 
and an annual 25 percent increase in the num¬ 
ber of Californians living with AIDS, the politi¬ 
cians are considering across-the-board cuts of up 
to 30 percent in all health-care programs, in¬ 
cluding AIDS. 

There is no question that the state’s budget 
crisis has reached overwhelming proportions. 
But it is unthinking, unfathomable, that our 
elected officials have put AIDS funding on the 
table for discussion. We must act now to protect 
and preserve the AIDS budget. 

On Monday, May 11, nearly 200 AIDS activists, 
caregivers and persons living with HTV through¬ 
out California descended on the state Capitol to 
lobby against AIDS budget cuts. These lobbyists 
successfully convinced many legislators that cuts 
in AIDS funding will cripple existing programs 
and lead to more people dying. 

Not only that, but cuts in state funds for AIDS 
may jeopardize millions more in federal dollars. 
The Ryan White CARE Act requires every state 
to show “maintenance of effort,” meaning that 
California must spend as much next year on 
AIDS as it is this year. The ramifications of the 
loss of federal and state funds: complete elimina¬ 
tion of all Title II consortia funding; massive cut¬ 
backs in the state’s AIDS Drug Program; over¬ 
whelming cuts in home health-care programs; 
gutting early intervention programs; crippling 
of all state-funded prevention education efforts. 

We cannot let this happen. Our elected of¬ 
ficials must know that the AIDS crisis is not over 
— AIDS funding cannot be cut — all state and 
federal dollars must be safeguarded. 

Budget negotiations are happening even as 
you’re reading this. Please make sure that your 



representatives and the governor hear from you 
that any cuts in AIDS funding are inhumane, 
fiscally irresponsible and utterly unacceptable.

The Police Commission and Mayor Frank Jordan 
have justified the firing of Police Chief Richard 
Hongisto because there were “too many inconsisten¬ 
cies” in the testimony of witnesses at the May 14 
hearing. 

Upon the release of the transcript we learned that 
the only witnesses were Chief Hongisto and POA Vice 
President Gary Delagnes. We did not find Hongisto’s 
testimony “inconsistent.” It was “different” from that 
of Delagnes. 

We would remind Judge Harry Low and the new Po¬ 
lice Commission that a commission hearing is not the 
same as a court of law. It has been standard procedure 
in the Police Department to rule “unfounded” any 
citizen complaint against a police officer where there 
are no witnesses. Why was this standard disregard¬ 
ed in this hearing? 

From remarks made by individual police commis¬ 
sioners, it is obvious that despite Judge Low’s 
assurance that the hearing dealt only with the narrow 
issue of the removal of papers from the San Francis¬ 
co Bay Times news racks, other factors influenced 
their votes. 

One consistency in the testimony of both witnesses 
was that Chief Hongisto did not order Delagnes to raid 
the news racks.

Danger of Censorship 

The following letter was sent to Helaine 
Posner, Curator, List Visual Arts Center, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 

Today I read about the NEA’s rejection of a grant 
for an exhibition at the List Visual Arts Center of MIT. 
While I protest this censorship, I am writing this let¬ 
ter to protest your attempt to classify your exhibition 
as separate from work that is sexually explicit. 

You clearly fail to understand the danger of the in¬ 
sidiousness of censorship on the free expression and 
exchange of ideas. You have accepted the idea that cen¬ 
sorship of sexually explicit artwork is an acceptable 
censorship. You have curated this exhibition to stay 
just within the lines of this censorship thinking that 
you are safe. But you are obviously wrong. How long 
will it take before people like you understand that 
once censorship has an acceptable level, that nothing 
is safe? That once we stand silent to the oppression 
and censorship of ideas by a certain group or of cer¬ 
tain ideas, that nothing and no one is safe. 

To my mind, you are more dangerous than Anne- 
Imelda Radice, the acting chairwoman of the NEA. 
At least she is freely and honestly expressing her view 
that censorship of art through the refusal of funds 
from the government is an acceptable stance. You are 
far more dangerous because you stand silently while 
the government silences minority viewpoints and at¬ 
tempt to live within such restrictive guidelines. When 
you are caught in the web of censorship, instead of pro¬ 
claiming the importance of free expression, you try 
to proclaim that the line of censorship should instead 
lay just to the side of the work you are doing. 

As an artist and as an American who believes in the 
free expression and exchange of ideas, I am offended 
and saddened both by the actions of the NEA and by 
your response and attitude.

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Perot — The New Target to Hate 


W ell, it certainly 
didn’t take Texas 
billionare-turned- 
presidential candi¬ 
date Ross Perot long to show 
his true colors when it comes 
to civil rights — gay and les¬ 
bian rights, that is. 

Like most political observ¬ 
ers have been saying all along, 
once you get a real look at 
Perot and begin to find out 
what the guy is really all about, 
this Mad Magazine cover boy 
will start to disintegrate. 

Just when a number of gay 
and lesbian voters were start¬ 
ing to tell me they were not 
sure if Bill Clinton could ac¬ 
tually win in November, 
wouldn’t vote for President 
Bush under any circumstances 
and so they were getting in¬ 
terested in the Perot indepen¬ 
dent candidacy, our mega-rich, 
media-created candidate opens 
his mouth and manages to 
firmly place his foot in it. 

Only weeks ago Perot spin 
doctors were hinting that their 
man “had no opposition” to 
gays and lesbians in the mili¬ 
tary, generally had no problem 
with gay rights and “prom¬ 
ised” to find a cure for the 
AIDS epidemic. One televi¬ 
sion chat with Barbara Walters 
seems to have fixed all that. 

Appearing on “20/20” with 
Walters last week, Perot, who 
actually leads both Bush and* 
Clinton in California polls for 
the November election, re¬ 
vealed his true feelings about 
gays and lesbians (oh yes, 
“adulterers” are linked in 
there as well). The man doesn’t 
like us folks — at least not 
enough to trust us in the 
military or top-level govern¬ 
ment jobs. 

Having gays in the military 
is now “unrealistic,” says Perot, 
and furthermore, appointing 
gays or lesbians to top jobs in 
the government is too “contro¬ 
versial,” he adds. “There are 
certain places I think where it 
would be, you know, very dif¬ 
ficult. I don’t want anybody 
there that will be at a point of 
controversy .... It will distract 
from the work to be done.” 

Trying to have it both ways, 
Perot then contradicts himself 
by adding that “what people 
do in their private lives is their 
business.” 

Make no mistake about it; 
Perot last week finally showed 
himself to be a cleaned-up ver¬ 
sion of Pat Buchanan and is not 
to be trusted. Like Bush, Perot 
is an ignorant homophobe, and 
while his political spin doctors 
will try hard to clean him up, 
his feelings about gays and les¬ 
bians are now out there for all 
of us to see. 

Who will this guy discrimi¬ 
nate against next — blacks, 
women, left-handed people? 
The Perot persona is now 
beginning to come through 
bright and clear, and our com¬ 
munity now knows how he 
feels about us. Bush despises 
us, Perot doesn’t like us, and 
Clinton makes it clear that he 
will stand with us. The gay and 
lesbian community, regardless 
of its party affiliation, owes it 
to Clinton to stand with him in

Veteran campaign watchers 
of both major parties are say¬ 
ing that the sleazy “Leona 
Helmsley” television ad that 
Gray Davis ran against Dianne 
Feinstein during the last two 
weeks of the campaign was the 
dirtiest they can remember. 
Davis, in his desperate move,

might have destroyed his own 
political career forever by run¬ 
ning the vicious piece. 

Don’t be too surprised if 
former supervisor and mayor¬ 
al candidate John “Jack” Moli- 
nari eases back into city gov¬ 
ernment as the next president 
of the Parking and Traffic 
Commission. Molinari, now a 
successful insurance execu¬ 
tive, has long had a particular 
interest in the city’s over¬ 
whelming traffic problems 
and would be a natural for the 
job. 

And speaking of city govern¬ 
ment, what is it about Kent 
Sims, the city’s economic 
director? I have yet to find 
anyone, in or out of City Hall, 
who has anything kind to say 
about this guy. 

A tip of the hat to Wells 
Fargo and the Bank of Ameri¬ 
ca for following others like 
Levi Strauss 8b Co. for cutting 
off their usual donations to the 
Boy Scouts because of the 
group’s continuing flagrant 
discrimination against gay 
members or leaders. 

Dianne Feinstein received a 
standing ovation when in¬ 
troduced at last Friday night’s 
Democratic Unity Dinner, 
while her primary opponent, 
Controller Gray Davis, drew a 
cool reception and was, in fact, 
even booed by many of the 
2,000-plus party faithful; Texas 
Gov. Ann Richards was re¬ 
portedly the real hit of the eve¬ 
ning, a party that cleared more 
than $1 million for the Dems. 

And if you are known by the 
company you keep, you should 
know that Rep. William Dan- 
nemeyer, the homophobic 
also-ran for the U.S. Senate, 
was endorsed Tuesday by 
Hollywood types Pat Boone 
and Jane Russell. Bruce 
Herschensohn was backed by 
Arnold Schwarzenegger. John 
Seymour was endorsed by 
singer Andy Williams and 
ultra-macho actor Kevin 
Costner, while Dianne Fein¬ 
stein was backed by Lily 
Tomlin and Gloria Steinem. 
Now which of these celebs 
would you rather be at a 
cocktail party with? 

As reported in this column 
last week, those close to Dick 
Hongisto are telling me he is 
close to announcing his can¬ 
didacy for supervisor. 

Actress Whoopi Goldberg, a 
celebrity who has long been in¬ 
volved in the battle against 
AIDS, will receive the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund Ser¬ 
vice Award June 26 in LA for 
her continuing help against the 
epidemic. 

Sacramento political observ¬ 
ers are saying that Insurance 
Commissioner John Garamen- 
di looks like a sure Demo can¬ 
didate for governor the next 
time around. 


Those in attendance at 
Guerneville’s latest new 
hotspot Ziggurat, last week 
when Mayor Frank and Wen¬ 
dy showed up with some gay 
friends, are saying the club’s 
press agent put one over on 
Herb Caen when he reported 
recently that Hizzoner 
“danced with a Wells Fargo 
guy who’s a pal of Wendy’s.” 
Several of those in attendance 
swear that “it didn’t happen.” 

“Frank had a drink and chat¬ 
ted with friends while Wendy 
danced with a friend of hers,” 
one regular told me. And don’t 
put too much into the recall 
talk — it’s just that: talk! 

Sure the streets are still dir¬ 
ty, the city is flat broke, the 
homeless are still here, and the 
panhandlers are still far too ag¬ 
gressive, but, while I too 
believe Mayor Jordan is off to 
a rocky start, he deserves more 
time. While there is no doubt 
a lot of anti-Jordanites would 
love to see him go (a number of 
them are on the Board of 
Supes, incidentally, despite 
what they might say publicly), 

I say the guy pulls through all 
this. Just ask former Mayor 
Dianne Feinstein what a recall 
effort does to resurrect your 
political life. 

One more thing about the 
recall — in the event the mayor 
is recalled, the Board of Super¬ 
visors would then chose the 
next interim mayor (probably 
among themselves) and that 
thought alone should be 
enough to discourage the idea.

Both 
Marks and Freitas put out 
some pretty rough mailers dur¬ 
ing the recent primary, and 
this one will last long after the 
elections are over. 

District Attorney Arlo 
Smith received all kinds of of¬ 
fers of support at last week’s 
Demo Unity Dinner should he 
decide to go after Attorney 
General Dan Lungren again in 
’94. Smith lost the 1990 elec¬ 
tion to the anti-gay Republican 
Lungren two years ago by only 
27,000 out of 7 million votes 
cast statewide. 

At City Hall some are pre¬ 
dicting that if Bill Clinton 
becomes president, Super¬ 
visor Roberta Achtenberg, an 
early Clinton supporter, could 
be headed for a big Washing¬ 
ton job. 

Former tennis great Arthur 
Ashe, who says he became in¬ 
fected with HIV as a result of 
a blood transfusion, told 
reporters in Washington last 
week that “there is a strong 
sentiment among black Amer¬ 
icans that the spread of AIDS 
is by design (a thought shared 
by many others, by the way). 

“It’s the ninth leading cause 
of death (among blacks) and 
climbing,” Ashe said. “The 
group most vulnerable to HIV 
infection is minority Ameri¬ 
cans,” adding that “many 
believe the AIDS crisis is by 
design, part of an overall policy 
of genocide or to control the 
high birth rate.” ▼

The View From Homo Row

A ttending the annual 
American Book¬ 
sellers Association 
conference in Ana¬ 
heim last weekend was like 
going to an indoor music fes¬ 
tival for bookworms. Of 
course, being one of the 
largest national conferences 
of any kind, it wasn’t just an 
event for queers, but some¬ 
times it felt like it. For exam¬ 
ple, “homo row,” a special 
area for the gay and feminist 
presses, has never been 
stronger on the conference 
floor, with more than 20 pre¬ 
sent. The Lambda Literary 
Awards are given out here 
each year, and going to Dis¬ 
neyland, surely the queerest 
place on Earth, was a definite 
highlight of my trip. 

Being recognizably queer 
at a primarily straight gather¬ 
ing is always a bit of a kick. 
Supposedly straight women 
strain to catch your name tag 
as you walk by, mainstream 
publishers try to remember 
how they know the name of 
your store, and you can reject 
dorky merchandise vendors 
by alluding to the fact that be¬ 
cause queers have such good 
taste, your store really 
couldn’t possibly carry their 
wares. And you can always 
skip back to rest awhile at 
home base, taking in the view 
from homo row. 

The highlights of the 
weekend, though, were the 
more specifically social ones. 
There was the dinner where 
15 queer publishing luminar¬ 
ies celebrated the birthday of 
a NY bookseller, and I ended 
up sitting shyly across the 
table from Modern Goddesses 
Jewelle Gomez and Nancy 
Bereano, sharing nachos, mar- 
garitas and good gossip. 

Then of course there were 
the Lammys, the awards for 
excellence in queer lit, with 
their myriad categories from 
children’s stories to gay sci¬ 
ence fiction. The Lammys are 
always a chance to meet some 
of one’s favorite authors and 
schmooze with queer publish¬ 
ers, publicists and book¬ 
sellers. After last year’s more 
exciting locale of New York 
City, however, this year’s 
event seemed subdued to me. 
Most authors weren’t there to 
accept their awards, many 
people present were embar¬ 
rassed at being s 0 close to 
Disneyland so soon after the 
Rodney King riots, and I’d 
heard many of emcee Kate 
Clinton’s jokes before. 

Still, the Lammys did hold 
some magic moments. Like 
when the Firebrand Books

table all stood up to display 
their “Gilda Lives” T-shirts as 
Jewelle won one of her two 
Lammys for her book “The 
Gilda Stories.” Or when Adri¬ 
enne Rich accepted the Bill 
Whitehead Award for her 
contributions to lesbian and 
gay culture with a moving ac¬ 
ceptance speech, where she 
reminded us of the place of 
poetry in our lives and of the 
responsibilities and privileges 
of publishing. 

And, of course, I’d be lying 
if I didn’t admit that after a 
few days of hard work and 
much expectation, I got over 
my guilt at going to Disney¬ 
land and just had fun. We all 
need a break from the param¬ 
eters of our own and our 
community’s p.c. periscope 
now find then, and Disney¬ 
land was made for marveling 
at the fantasies only this 
handmade never-never land 
can deliver. Yes, I was wide- 
eyed with wonder as we 
hopped from ride to ride, fly¬ 
ing through the final frontier 
on Star Tours and whizzing 
through the dark on Space 
Mountain. It was the most fun 
I’d had in ages. 

It was from this high that I 
had to come back and face 
the sad news: Two Nice Girls 
were indeed breaking up, and 
to add insult to injury, I’d 
missed the band’s last San 
Francisco concert by attend¬ 
ing the ABA. Like the sudden 
demise of Outweek magazine 
last year, this loss has hit me 
hard, and not for any one rea¬ 
son. For though I’ve been fol¬ 
lowing Two Nice Girls since 
the release of their first al¬ 
bum back in 1987, writing 
about them, promoting them, 
listening to their music, be¬ 
coming friends with them, 
and even appearing in their 
music video, they have al¬ 
ways meant more to me than 
just that. 

For, likp the publishers lin¬ 


ing the aisles at the ABA on 
“homo row,” Two Nice Girls 
were more than a simple, sin¬ 
gle entity. Being at the van¬ 
guard of the new women’s 
music gave them a special 
place in the hearts of young 
dykes all over the country. 
There they were, a gang of 
sexy gals, singing openly 
about lesbian lust as they 
mixed the new queer politics 
with a heady dose of passion; 
breaking down barriers by 
signing with a straight record 
label; smashing stereotypes 
by being out, loud and proud 
for mixed audiences wherev¬ 
er they played; and finally, 
•forging a path for the new 
wave of queer bands like Pan¬ 
sy Division and Tribe 8 to fol¬ 
low. 

Still, knowing all this 
doesn’t make it easier to feel 
less like a child of divorce. 
Especially since we all know 
by now that the gals have 
been fighting, and are all 
more than ready just to move 
on to other projects. But can’t 
they just stay together a little 
longer, for the sake of all us 
kid? 

Apparently not. For the 
group just finished up its final 
tour and the last concerts that 
Two Nice Girls will ever give 
will take place at their fa¬ 
vorite dyke bar in their home¬ 
town of Austin, Texas, some¬ 
time in early September. It 
should be quite a party and 
hopefully a suitable send-off 
as well as a celebration of 
sorts for a group of women 
who have meant so much to 
so many over the last six 
years. 

And, somehow, knowing 
all this, I can’t imagine being 
anywhere else but right there, 
front-row center each and ev¬ 
ery night, paying my homage 
to the band that brought me 
as close to being a girl group 
groupie as I’ve ever been. ▼

Photographer Charges Copyright 

San Francisco photographer Tom Gibbons is considering le¬ 
gal action against state Controller Gray Davis for using Gib¬ 
bons’ photograph of Dianne Feinstein in a television campaign 
ad. Gibbons told the Bay Area Reporter that he did not grant 
permission to use the photograph in the ad that compared Fe¬ 
instein to hotel queen Leona Helmsley. “They did not ask my 
permission for the picture and I would not allow it to be used 
that way,” Gibbons said. “If a candidate goes that far to make 
that kind of a negative and sleazy commercial, that person 
should never hold a public office.” Gibbons said that American 
Photographers Association agrees that the ad is an infringe¬ 
ment on copyright and he is discussing legal action with an 
APA lawyer. A spokesperson for the Davis campaign did not 
return phone calls in time for publication.

whether the defendant would 
appear in court for arraign¬ 
ment. 

“Why did she ask someone 
who wasn’t familiar with the 
facts of the case or the com¬ 
plaint?” Sanchez asked. “He 
was acting in a personal ca¬ 
pacity and the judge expand¬ 
ed that to mean Huberman 
was willing to vouch for his 
appearance, and he can’t do 
that.” 

According to Sanchez, Ca- 
plan is a “flight risk” because 
he completely evaded state 
Bar disciplinary proceedings 
against him and ignored de¬ 
mands to appear and was also 
found hiding in his Forest- 
ville home. 


Steel said that Caplan is 
well known in the gay com¬ 
munity and that he is not a 
flight risk. He said that Ca¬ 
plan was accused of a non-vi¬ 
olent property crime and that 
bail reduction was justified. 

Caplan was placed on in¬ 
voluntarily inactive enroll¬ 
ment in order to protect the 
public by the state Bar, ac¬ 
cording to Susan Scott, a 
state Bar spokesperson. 

Legally unable to practice 
law since May 5, 1990, Caplan 
was iormally suspended from 
practicing law on May 15, 
1992, Scott said. 

Caplan was suspended, 
Scott said, for four counts in¬ 
cluding practicing law with¬ 
out a license and misappropri¬ 
ation of funds from a client 
who later died of AIDS. ▼

Program Director Leaves CUAV

After 4Vi years as pro¬ 
gram director of Community 
United Against Violence, Jill 
Tregor will leave the post on 
June 15 to work for San Ma¬ 
teo County Planned Parent¬ 
hood. 

Tregor, 33, a graduate of 
the University of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, will become direc¬ 
tor of public affairs for the or¬ 
ganization. 

“I’m sad. Some of the 
finest people I’ve ever 
worked with are at CUAV. It 
would be exciting to leave if 
anti-lesbian and -gay violence 
had stopped, but it’s time to 
make room for someone with 
new ideas and time for me to 
try new ideas,” she told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Tregor, a nationally recog¬ 
nized expert on police com¬ 
munity relations, said that her 
experience at CUAV had in¬ 
cluded “some of the hardest 
and yet most exhilarating 
work” she’s ever done. 

“It’s been difficult because 
anti-lesbian and -gay violence 
is continuing to increase. And 
every time we seem to make 
an advance in the city politi¬ 
cally or around policy issues, 
we’re attacked somewhere 
else,” she said. 

Tregor said that she had 
also learned that there is not 
just one lesbian or gay male 
community but “many differ¬ 
ent communities” with dis¬ 
tinct needs and issues and 
that it’s a challenge for an 
agency serving such groups to

make sure there is equal rep¬ 
resentation and response to 
concerns. 

Tregor cites a continuing 
and solidified dialogue be¬ 
tween the Police Department 
and the gay community as an 
agency and community ac¬ 
complishment. 

Another advance she cites 
is that police cadets now re¬ 
ceive one full day of instruc¬ 
tion in their curriculum at the 
Police Academy about gay and 
lesbian lifestyles. 

“That far surpasses any¬ 
thing in the country,” Tregor 
said. 

Yet, for all the advances, 
she believes there are serious 
and continuing concerns 
about police and gay commu¬ 
nity relations. 

“We leave with no police 


chief. Whoever the next chief 
is will set a tone for what 
happens in the rest of the de¬ 
partment. The new Police 
Commission is about to 
rewrite crowed control poli¬ 
cies,” she said. 

The crowd control policies 
were approved by the previ¬ 
ous Police Commission fol¬ 
lowing the Oct. 6, 1989 police 
confrontation with AIDS ac¬ 
tivists in the Castro. 

And, she says, people who 
complain about police abuse 
get short shrift. 

“The community has spent 
a lot of time working on 
those policies and they need 
to be implemented and en¬ 
forced. Another policy issue 
we’ve worked on for a num¬ 
ber of years is openness in¬ 
volving the' Office of Citizen 
Complaints. Complainants 
have so little access to what’s 
going on with their cases and 
that’s reprehensible,” Tregor 
said. 

The OCC investigates 
complaints of misconduct or 
abuse by police officers. 

Tregor said that the rise of 
anti-lesbian and -gay violence 
means that CUAV is “always 
on a sinking ship.” And while 
she says that thousands of 
young activist lesbians and 
gays are “carrying the mes¬ 
sage” about anti-discrimina¬ 
tion, “it still barely makes a 
dent.” 

Tregor said that at CUAV 
she had been able to meet her 
“community heroes” and 
work alongside of them for 
several years. ▼

Activists Protest Treatment 
Of Prisoners With AIDS

Every six days, one of the 
estimated 6,000 HIV-positive 
people in the California 
prison system dies of AIDS 
related complications, having 
lived only half as long as peo¬ 
ple with AIDS outside. 

He or she will have re¬ 
ceived sub-standard health 
care while in prison, and may 
have been segregated, dis¬ 
criminated against and pun¬ 
ished for living with the dis¬ 
ease. 

These are just some of the 
charges made by ACT UP 
and CHAIN, California HIV 
Activist and Inmate Network, 
as more than 100 activists 
gathered in Sacramento June 
1 to push prison administra¬ 
tors into action. 

In March, California De¬ 
partment of Corrections Di¬ 
rector James Gomez told a 
sub-committee of the state 
Assembly that his department 
has no statewide policy for 


dealing with the existence of 
HIV in prisons. 

“AIDS is of crisis propor¬ 
tions in the prisons, and be¬ 
cause of lack of attention, it’s 
getting worse. Prisoners with 
AIDS are discriminated 
against and denied family vis¬ 
its. There is no preventative 
care, no distribution of con¬ 
doms or bleach,” Ellen Yel- 
lowbird of ACT UP/San 
Francisco told the gathering. 

“By 1995, 70 percent of 
prisoners will be there on 
drug-related charges, a fact 
which has huge ramifications 
when we’re talking about 
AIDS prevention,” Yellow- 
bird said. “From 1988 to 1991, 
the number of prisoners with 
HIV disease rose 212 percent. 
The problem of AIDS in the 
prisons is much more intense 
than on the outside.” 

After the initial rally, the 
protesters marched to 
Gomez’s office building and 
demanded to speak with him 
directly. State police blockad¬ 


ed the entrance to the build¬ 
ing and after a short sit-in, the 
activists backed off. But they 
said they’re determined to 
continue fighting. 

“We need to deal with the 
time bomb AIDS represents 
in the prison system. We 
keep hearing the mumbo 
jumbo, ‘we’ll get back to you 
later,’ and people keep dy¬ 
ing,” said Arawn Eibhlyn of 
ACT UP/San Francisco. “We 
are willing to come back time 
and time again to defend the 
rights of prisoners with 
AIDS.” 

The activists demand com¬ 
prehensive HIV/AIDS treat¬ 
ment in prisons, access to 
clinical trials for prisoners, 
equal access to visitation and 
all prisoner programs for 
HIV-positive prisoners, volun¬ 
tary and anonymous testing, 
an end to forced segregation 
of HIV-positive prisoners, 
compassionate release, and 
AIDS prevention and peer ed¬ 
ucation. ▼ 


LA Lesbians, Gays Win Judgeship, Clout

LOS ANGELES - For the 
first time in history, lesbians 
and gays have entered main¬ 
stream politics in force. Les¬ 
bians and gays stood beside 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton on 
the stage of the Biltmore Ho¬ 
tel in Los Angeles as he 
claimed the Democratic Party 
nomination. And lesbians and 
gays worked diligently for the 
campaign and message of for¬ 
mer California Gov. Jerry 
Brown, who captured 40 per¬ 
cent of the California vote. 

And while many hearts 
were torn between whom to 
support in the California Sen¬ 
ate races, hearty cheers re¬ 
sounded in the home of 
Stonewall Democratic Club 
President Steve Martin when 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer became the first two 
women Democratic candi¬ 
dates to simultaneously vie 
for the two open Senate seats. 
Boxer will face Republican 
arch conservative Bruce Her- 
schensohn. In Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia, Herschensohn, a for¬ 
mer television news commen¬ 
tator, overwhelmingly bested 


Campbell. 

In the race for the two-year 
seat now held by Republican 
John Seymour, lesbians and 
gays were thrilled that Sey¬ 
mour retired archconservative 
William Dannemeyer, but not 
by the voting results that 
show Feinstein and Seymour 
will run a close race. 

But perhaps no victory 
was as sweet as the slam- 
dunk win by openly lesbian 
Los Angeles assistant City At¬ 
torney Stephanie Saunter, 
who became the first open 
lesbian/gay to win (not ap¬ 
pointed) a judgeship. Saunter 
handily won her Municipal 
Court office No. 3 race with 
60 percent of the^otes. 

Though not an outright 
victory, civil rights attorney 
John Duran pulled in the 
highest percentage ever for 
an openly gay candidate. 
With 53 percent of the vote 
tabulated as of June 3, Duran 
won 35 percent of the vote 
compared to Berman-Wax- 
man machine incumbent Burt 
Margolin for the 42nd Assem¬ 
bly seat, which includes West 
Hollywood. 

Initially many in the les¬ 


bian and gay community 
were not in favor of Duran 
running against a “friend of 
the community.” But by the 
end of election night, Duran’s 
strong showing, despite little 
money and less time to cam¬ 
paign, excited campaign ac¬ 
tivists with the very real pos¬ 
sibility of claiming and win¬ 
ning “lesbian/gay seats.” 

“Bob Burke (an openly gay 
attorney who ran for an As¬ 
sembly seat two years ago) 
and I are just the first steps,” 
Duran said. “It’s so exciting. 
We have real clout now and 
everybody knows we mean 
business. Winning a seat is in 
sight.” 

Though he came in third 
in the 46th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict, as of June 3 with 12 per¬ 
cent of the vote counted, ACT 
UP/Orange County’s Jeff Le 
Tourneau had a strong show¬ 
ing in the Democratic race 
to unseat solid Republican in¬ 
cumbent, archconservative 
Robert Dornan. On the other 
hand, Roland Mora fared 
poorly in the hotly contested 
30th congressional race be¬ 
tween rivals Xavier Becerra

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Gays, Fundies Square Off 
Over Content of Textbooks

In a showdown between 
representatives of the lesbian, 
gay and bisexual community 
and some of the most out¬ 
landish characters of the reli¬ 
gious right, more than 100 
people crowded into a small 
room in the state’s Depart¬ 
ment of Education building 
May 27 to testify, advise and 
proselytize about the future of 
California’s textbooks. 

People travelled from 
Southern California, San 
Francisco and other parts of 
the state to give their input 
on the Curriculum Commis¬ 
sion’s prospective framework 
for health and education text¬ 
books. 

The framework, which 
will impact young minds far 
into the next decade, drew 
particular hysteria this year 
because it specifically calls for 
inclusion of the words “gay,” 
“lesbian” and “sexual orienta¬ 
tion.” 

Lou Sheldon kicked off 
the vitriol of the afternoon, 
assailing the textbook frame¬ 
work as “a poorly veiled at¬ 
tempt to advocate and pro¬ 
mote a dysfunctional lifestyle, 
homosexuality, to the 5 mil¬ 
lion children of the state.” 

“The new health and phys¬ 
ical education framework 
opts for social doctrination. 
Homosexual groups are 
pleased with the framework, 
because it is part of their ag¬ 
gressive push to change soci¬ 
ety’s morals using the schools 
as a conduit to recruit others 
into the lifestyle,” Sheldon 
said. “What you are seeing is 
the disintegration of moral 
absolutes today.” 

Other speakers of Shel¬ 
don’s ilk called the frame¬ 
work “a mishmash of con¬ 
fused and contradictory 
ideas,” adding that “young 
people need fundamental uni¬ 
formity in order to thrive and 
grow,” and charging that “ho¬ 
mosexuality is inherently un¬ 
healthy and intolerable.” 

“Promoting the homosexu¬ 
al lifestyle is the biggest form 
of injustice to children that 
we can perpetuate. When we 
tell them it is normal and

healthy, we are lying to 
them,” Carolyn Starkey of the 
Concerned Citizens of the 
Desert said. 

She then went into a long 
and graphic account of what 
exactly happens during anal 
intercourse. 

Jessea Greenman and A1 
Kielwasser, representatives of 
the Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation/San 
Francisco Bay Area, and 
Hank Wilson of Gay and Les¬ 
bian Youth Advocates, who 
are responsible for organizing 
the lesbian and gay effort in 
favor of the framework, 
spoke at the hearing and en¬ 
couraged lesbian, gay and bi¬ 
sexual youth to do the same. 

“The existence of gay, les¬ 
bian and bisexual people is 
not a moral issue. It is a social 
fact,” Wilson said. “This 
framework takes us to a new 
threshold by acknowledging 
the existence of gay and les¬ 
bian youth. It’s putting out a 
tone that it’s time to deal with 


reality. The question is, will 
we continue the traditional 
bigotry, the traditional igno¬ 
rance?” 

“Nobody mentioned the 
words ‘lesbian’ or ‘gay’ in my 
schools. When I was growing 
up I had no role models, and 
I had low self-esteem, felt iso¬ 
lated and was suicidal,” Katie 
Dwight, a young lesbian, tes¬ 
tified. “If I knew of Lou Shel¬ 
don when I was young, I 
might not be here today. I 
might have committed sui¬ 
cide. That’s no exaggeration.” 

“We’re here. We re not go¬ 
ing away. And by not helping 
us you’re giving us the mes¬ 
sage that we’re better off 
dead,” Ari Atlas, a young gay 
man, said. 

The final piece of testimo¬ 
ny in the already tumultuous 
two-hour hearing was a reli¬ 
gious-right-produced video of 
lesbian and gay pride celebra¬ 
tions in L A and San Francis¬ 
co, which included men whip¬ 
ping one another and women 
without shirts. 

On May 28 the commission 
voted unanimously to uphold 
the framework recommenda¬ 
tions, sending the process into 
its final stage, consideration 
by the full Board of Educa¬ 
tion, which is expected to 
take place in July or August. 

While lesbian and gay ad¬ 
vocates were very pleased 
with the commission’s com¬ 
mitment to the framework, 
they expressed doubt about 
the outcome at the next level. 
The current Board of Educa¬ 
tion is comprised entirely of 
Deukmejian appointees. 

“The commission sent a 
strong message to the state 
Board of Education that they 
clearly support the inclusive 
language of the framework. 
But my suspicion is that the 
board won’t be supportive. It 
didn’t happen two years ago 
with the history and social 
science textbooks and it 
doesn’t look any better now,” 
Kielwasser said. “The state 
board is in the business of 
practicing censorship at this 
point, so the outlook doesn’t 
look too good. But we’ll fight, 
and fighting sometimes 
changes the odds.” ▼

Coalition Gears Up to Defend 
D.C.'s Domestic Partners Law

WASHINGTON - A 
broad-based coalition of ac¬ 
tivists from the District of 
Columbia have launched a 
push to defend the city’s re¬ 
cently passed domestic part¬ 
nership ordinance from a con¬ 
gressional recall effort. 

The D.C. Health Care 
Coalition staged a news con¬ 
ference May 26 to show their 
support for the local Health 
Care Benefits Expansion Act 
of 1992. 

The measure, passed in 
April by the District Council 
and signed by Mayor Sharon 
Pratt Kelly, would allow 
same- and opposite-sex cou¬ 
ples to register with the city 
as “domestic partners.” 

The act would cover the 
partners of city employees un¬ 
der the city’s health insurance 
plans, would extend tax ben¬ 
efits to private sector employ¬ 
ers that follow the city’s ex¬ 
ample, and would expand 
hospital visitation rights to 
unmarried partners. 

The measure would also 
cover unmarried couples shar¬ 
ing a romantic attachment 
and others, including rela¬ 
tives, who live together to 
share expenses. 

The bill has earned the op¬ 
position of conservative reli¬ 
gious groups nationwide 
based on its recognition of 
gay and lesbian couples. 
Right-wing reverends from 
the district and elsewhere 
have charged that the 
measure is “anti-family” and 
would undermine the tradi¬ 
tional family nationwide. 

Rep. Clyde Holloway, R- 
La., has already introduced a 
motion to kill the measure 


during the House’s 30-legisla¬ 
tive-day review period. Such 
a motion would require ma¬ 
jority votes in both chambers 
of Congress and the presi¬ 
dent’s signature to stop the lo¬ 
cal law from going into effect. 

President Bush, after a 
White House meeting with 
conservative leaders, recently 
announced his opposition to 
the bill as an extension of 
“special rights” to gays and 
lesbians. 

The D.C. coalition backing 
the measure includes mem¬ 
bers of the city’s religious 
community as well as repre¬ 
sentatives from local and na¬ 
tional unions, law, health-care 
and civil rights organizations. 

The bill’s supporters ar¬ 
gued that the effort to kill the 
measure by congressional fiat 
is unfair because local resi¬ 
dents have no vote in 
Congress while Congress has 
free reign over any and all lo¬ 
cal laws. 

“Congressional meddling 
or disapproval (of this mea¬ 
sure) is like London telling 
Boston it has to pay a stamp 
tax,” said Chris Forbes, chair 
of the coalition defending the 
bill. “It’s taxation without rep¬ 
resentation. And that happens 
in no other city or state in 
this country.” 

The act’s advocates insist¬ 
ed that the proposal would 
help guarantee health-care 
coverage to some of the 20 
percent of the district’s resi¬ 
dents that are presently with¬ 
out health insurance. 

“There is no federal inter¬ 
est at stake here and the only 
reason to interfere is a 
crass effort to reap some po¬ 
litical gain back home by 
bashing the district,” said 


Joslyn Williams, president of 
the local AFDCIO. “This is 
unfair and intolerable. Of 
course, the Constitution pro¬ 
tects their hometowns, but 
not ours.” 

Religious leaders in the 
coalition further charged that 
conservatives opposing the 
bill for religious reasons are 
misquoting scripture to serve 
their conservative social agen- 
da. 

The bill’s backers have 
launched a lobbying cam¬ 
paign to defend the measure, 
including a national effort to 
pressure lawmakers into de¬ 
fending the local law. 

The D.C. bill presently 
faces an immediate threat 
from the Holloway measure, 
although sources indicate that 
the conservative congressman 
is having a hard time finding 
co-sponsors for his motion. 

The domestic partners pro¬ 
posal could also be altered or 
killed outright by Congress 
by way of an amendment at¬ 
tached to the city’s appropri¬ 
ations bill, now making its 
way through the House and 
Senate. 

“There are capital cities all 
over the world,” Ethel Weiss- 
er of the local Gray Panthers 
said. “In countries generally 
considered democratic, the 
citizens of these capitals do 
not have their civil rights cur¬ 
tailed just because the nation¬ 
al government is located with¬ 
in the city’s confines. 
Shouldn’t the residents of the 
District of Columbia have the 
same rights to govern them¬ 
selves as others in the United 
States and elsewhere in the 
world?” ▼

Richards' Gay Appointment Under Fire 

DALLAS (UPI) — Jerry Birdwell’s appointment as a state 
district court judge has touched off a firestorm of criticism 
centering on his background as a criminal defense lawyer 
and the fact that he is gay. Since Gov. Ann Richards 
named him judge of the 195th District Court in Dallas May 
22, Birdwell has been caught in a crossfire between critics, 
who say he is unqualified and question the governor’s mo¬ 
tivation to appoint him, and supporters touting him as the 
first openly gay judge in state history. “My opinion is 
that people ought to be appointed on the basis of quality 
and their philosophy, and I’m concerned about another 
criminal defense attorney having an important position in 
our criminal justice system,” Texas GOP Chairman Fred 
Meyer said Wednesday. Birdwell said June 3 that his 
qualifications “stand on their own.” “I’ve had plenty of 
experience in the courtroom and I can be fair and impar¬ 
tial,” said Birdwell. Meyer declined to comment on Bird- 
well’s sexual orientation, but Dallas County Republican 
Chairman Bob Driegert called a news conference to blast 
the appointment. 

Expert: AIDS Heading Out of Control 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A leading AIDS expert declared 
June 3 the spread of the disease is “heading out of control” 
because politicians and others have failed to directly con¬ 
front the health crisis. Dr. Jonathan Mann, director of the 
Harvard International AIDS Center, said the gap between 
the disease’s spread and the world’s response to it is 
widening and the number of people infected with the AIDS 
virus would nearly double in a few years. “There is no 
country in the world where the pandemic has peaked,” 
Mann said at a news conference to release a new report, 
“AIDS in the World 1992.” “The pandemic is spreading 
to new areas and new communities. The pandemic is in¬ 
creasingly affecting women around the world,” he said. 

By 1995, nearly 20 million persons would be infected with 
HIV, the AIDS-causing human immunodeficiency virus, 
Mann said. Currently, 13 million are infected. The re¬ 
port by the Global AIDS Policy Coalition projected further 
worsening by the turn of the century, with between 40 mil¬ 
lion and 110 million HIV infections by the year 2000. 

Most Doctors Have Treated a PWA 

CHICAGO (UPI) — Four of five American doctors have 
treated a person infected with the AIDS virus, a survey 
shows. The poll conducted for the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation found 82 percent of doctors surveyed had at least 
one HIV-positive patient. More than 80 percent of the physi¬ 
cians said they have a right to know if their patients are 
HIV infected, while 87 percent say an HIV-positive doctor 
should either get specific permission to treat each patient or 
not perform “significant invasive procedures.” The tele¬ 
phone poll found 94 percent of doctors younger than 35 said 
they had treated a patient with the AIDS virus, while just 
61 percent of those 65 or older said they had. Doctors in 
metropolitan areas were more likely (84 percent) than those 
in non-metropolitan areas (66 percent) to treat such patients. 
The 1,003 physicians interviewed by The Gallup Organiza¬ 
tion in January and February were nearly evenly split on 
whether all patients should be tested for HIV. 

AIDS Walkers Raise $2.6 Million 

Walkers in Massachusetts and Rhode Island raised more 
than $2.6 million last weekend in pledges for AIDS educa¬ 
tion, advocacy and support groups. The six-mile trek 
through Boston, Brookline and Cambridge drew a record 
35,000 marchers, who raised a record $2.5 million in 
pledges, officials said. “This was by far our biggest walk 
ever,” said Bradley Seeman, a coordinator of the walk, an 
event that began seven years ago. “We were all just amazed 
at the enormous crowd.” The walkers were entertained 
along the route by some 30 bands. Volunteers helped the 
walkers along the way with water, oranges and encourage¬ 
ment. In Providence, R.I., 3,000 people joined in Rhode Is¬ 
land’s Walk for Life to raise an estimated $160,000 to help 
community agencies that assist AIDS victims. The pro¬ 
ceeds, raised pledges solicited by people taking part in the 
10-kilometer walk, fell short of last year’s $218,000 collec¬ 
tion. Anne Marie Sylvia, executive director of Rhode Island 
Project AIDS, said the recession made it harder for people 
to give this year and that gray weather kept away some 
marchers. Outside the Rhode Island Statehouse, where the 
walk began and ended, AIDS victim Harold Mikalsen got 
out of the wheelchair he needs to get around and climbed 
the stairs to deliver a message of thanks. He thanked Pro¬ 
ject AIDS for helping him pay rent, bringing him groceries 
and calling occasionally to see how he’s doing. —UPI 

Taylor Gives $250,000 to AIDS Group 

Actress Elizabeth Taylor has donated $250,000 to her fa¬ 
vorite cause — fighting AIDS. Officials of the AIDS Project 
Los Angeles, the second-largest AIDS service organization 
in the nation, said Taylor’s gift was one of the largest indi¬ 
vidual donations the organization has received. Entertain¬ 
ment executive David Geffen recently donated $1 million 
to the group. Leonard Bloom, chief executive officer of 
APLA, said, “Elizabeth Taylor has individually raised more 
money for services for people with AIDS and for research 
for a cure to this epidemic than any other human being.” 
Taylor has asked that her gift be used to continue and in¬ 
crease APLA’s insurance and public benefits counseling, 
mental health services, dental clinic, legal services and 
food programs. The Oscar-winning actress is an APLA 
board member. — UPI

Texas Supreme Court 
To Decide on Sodomy

AUSTIN, Texas - The 
Texas Court of Criminal Ap¬ 
peals ruled May 27 that it 
does not have jurisdiction to 
review a lower court ruling 
that struck down the state’s 
sodomy law. 

Ron Dusek, a spokesman 
for Attorney General Dan 
Morales, said the state’s ap¬ 
peal of the sodomy ruling 
would now be decided by the 
Texas Supreme Court. 

The 3rd Court of Appeals, 
upholding a 1990 ruling by 
state District Judge Paul 
Davis of Austin, in March de¬ 
clared the sodomy law un¬ 
constitutional, ruling that it 
violated privacy rights. 

Because the case involved 
a civil challenge of a criminal 
statute, Morales appealed the 
ruling to both the state 
Supreme Court and the 
Court of Criminal Appeals. 

Dusek said the Attorney 
General’s Office expected that 
one of the courts would de¬ 
cline jurisdiction in the case, 
so appeals were filed in both 


“just to be safe.” 

“This was unprecedented,” 
he said. “No one had ever 
filed an appeal with both 
courts at the same time on 
the same case.” 

The seldom-used sodomy 
statute was challenged by gay 
and human rights groups 
who argued that it made 
criminals of law-abiding citi¬ 
zens just because of their 
consenting relations behind 
closed doors. 

The 113-year-old statute 
makes it a crime for a person 
to engage in sexual activity 
with a person of the same 
sex, even in the privacy of a 
home. 

The 3rd Court of Appeals 
said the state failed to demon¬ 
strate how criminalizing sex¬ 
ual behavior between con¬ 
senting adults in private ad¬ 
vances or protects public 
morality. 

It also said the state did 
not argue that the law is justi¬ 
fied on the basis of protect¬ 
ing the public’s health from 
the spread of sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases. T 


Man Sentenced in Rape 
Of Boys Met Over Modem

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. - A 
34-year-old computer hacker 
was sentenced to up to 30 
years in prison May 27 for 
raping two boys he met 
through an electronic bulletin 
board. 

Michael Austin of Fram¬ 
ingham pleaded guilty to the 
charges shortly before the 
sentence was handed down in 
Middlesex Superior Court by 
Judge Robert Barton, who 
called the assaults “despica¬ 
ble.” 

Austin will have to serve 
at least 10 years of the sen¬ 
tence before he is eligible for 
parole, and will be on proba¬ 
tion for 10 years after he gets 
out of prison, during which 
time he must continue to un¬ 
dergo psychiatric counseling, 
Barton ruled. 

Prosecutors said Austin 
met the victims last year 
through a computer bill¬ 
board service that allows peo¬ 
ple to exchange messages via 


home computers. 

He gained the confidence 
of his two victims by ex¬ 
changing repeated messages 
with them before arranging 
to meet the youths, Assistant 
District Attorney Lee Het¬ 
tinger told Barton. 

Austin, who was arrested 
in January, admitted raping 
one of the boys, a 15-year-old 
from Malden, twice on June 
20, 1991. The other, a 12-year- 
old from Lexington, was at¬ 
tacked and raped in a field in 
his hometown Dec. 8, 1991, 
prosecutors said. 

In addition to rape, Austin 
also pleaded guilty to charges 
of indecent assault and bat¬ 
tery, disseminating material 
harmful to minors and lewd¬ 
ness. T 


Lesbian Challenges Florida's 
Discriminatory Adoption Ban

FORT LAUDERDALE, 
Fla. — A lesbian filed suit 
against state welfare author¬ 
ities and an adoption agency 
that would not let her apply 
to adopt a needy child be¬ 
cause she is homosexual. 

The lawsuit filed last week 
in Broward County Circuit 
Court by June Amer, 40, is 
the third to challenge a Flori¬ 
da law banning homosexuals 
from adopting children. 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union, which represents 
Amer, said the law was irra¬ 
tional and violated her rights 
to privacy and due process. 

“It’s unconscionable for the 
state to exclude so many 
adults willing to adopt chil¬ 
dren who may otherwise lan¬ 
guish in state institutional 
care,” said Robyn Blumner, 
the ACLU’s Florida director. 
“No one should be eliminat¬ 


ed from consideration due to 
their sexual orientation. Each 
family should be evaluated to 
see whether they would pro¬ 
vide a loving home.” 

Florida and New Hamp¬ 
shire are the only states with 
such laws, ACLU directors 
said. Florida adopted its law 
15 years ago, amid the anti¬ 
homosexual fervor created by 
former orange juice spokes¬ 
woman Anita Bryant. 

In the legal challenge, a 
Monroe County Circuit judge 
ruled last year that the law 
was unconstitutional. His rul¬ 
ing allowed a Key West man 
to be considered as an adop¬ 
tive parent but did not set a 
precedent outside Monroe 
County. 

A similar challenge filed 
by a homosexual couple is 
still pending in Sarasota 
County court. 

“We were hoping that the 
Legislature would see the 


writing on the wall and re¬ 
peal the statute in the last ses¬ 
sion,” Blumner said. “That 
didn’t happen, so we will at¬ 
tack its viability in every cir¬ 
cuit in the state until we get 
the thing nullified.” 

Amer filed her suit against 
Florida’s Department of 
Health and Rehabilitative 
Services and the Children’s 
Home Society, a private 
agency that helps HRS place 
children with special needs. 
They include members of 
racial minorities, older chil¬ 
dren and those with physical 
and mental disabilities. 

According to the lawsuit, 
Amer has tried to apply to 
the Children’s Home Society 
since December to adopt a 
special-needs child. But as 
soon as she identified herself 
as a homosexual, agency 
workers cited the state law 
and told her she could not be 
considered. T 


Washington Post Prepared 
To Out NEA Chair as Lesbian

The Washington Post will 
“out” the new chair of the in¬ 
creasingly anti-gay National 
Endowment for the Arts if 
she does something to make 
her sexual orientation “news¬ 
worthy,” such as reject fund¬ 
ing for a gay artist, Post 
sources said May 28. 

Anne-Imelda Radice was 
outed by D.C.’s Queer Nation 
chapter May 15 and the new 
issue of The Advocate will call 
her “George Bush(’s) new 
doormat homosexual” and 
quote longtime lesbian leader 
Vivian Shapiro terming 
Radice “a lesbian from hell.” 

Shapiro, who disapproves 
of Radice’s conservative poli¬ 
tics, reportedly has socialized 
with Radice and her live-in 
lover. 

QN’s Margaret Cantrell 
said May 28 that Radice’s les¬ 


bianism “is widespread 
knowledge. Mainstream re¬ 
porters have confirmed it to 
me but they won’t print it be¬ 
cause of what they call ‘the 
privacy issue,’ ” she said. “We 
just want her to come out and 
join our fight against homo¬ 
phobia.” 

To date, the Philadelphia 
Inquirer is the only major 
newspaper that has reported 
that Queer Nation says 
Radice is gay. 

Cantrell identified Radice’s 
lover as Noel Brennan. Last 
year’s D.C. telephone book 
lists Radice and Brennan at 
the same address with differ¬ 
ent phone numbers. Radice’s 
number has been replaced 
with a new, non-published 
number. Brennan’s 1991 num¬ 
ber was answered by an 
unidentified, tape-recorded fe¬ 
male voice. A message left by 
this reporter did not result in 


a return call. There is no 
Noel Brennan in the 1992 
phone book. 

NEA Public Affairs Direc¬ 
tor Jill Collins May 28 de¬ 
clined to say whether Radice 
is lesbian or heterosexual, 
+ stating that she would only 
discuss Radice’s “professional 
credentials.” 

“I will not respond to per¬ 
sonal gossip about anyone 
employed at (NEA),” Collins 
said. “I’m not going to re¬ 
spond to anything Margaret 
Cantrell said on May 15.” 

Collins said that Radice 
was unmarried but said fur¬ 
ther details about her rela¬ 
tionship status fall into the 
realm of “personal informa¬ 
tion.”

Province Outlaws 
Anti-Gay Bias

The New Brunswick Leg¬ 
islature on May 20 outlawed 
anti-gay discrimination in pri¬ 
vate and public sector em¬ 
ployment, housing, public ser¬ 
vices and professional associ¬ 
ations. 

The bill passed by a vote 
of 34-8 in the 58-seat Legisla¬ 
ture despite opposition from 
the Confederation of Regions, 
a party recently formed to op¬ 
pose a law requiring the gov¬ 
ernment to deliver its services 
in French to the French- 
speaking minority that makes 
up a third of New 
Brunswick’s population. 

The only public opposition 
to the anti-discrimination 
measure came from The Dai¬ 
ly Gleaner, a newspaper in 
the town of Fredericton. 

An editorial in the newspa¬ 
per said that government 
should rely on the good sense 
and decency of the people 
rather than introduce legisla¬ 
tion providing for “special” 
treatment. 

With this law, nearly three- 
quarters of Canada’s popula¬ 
tion is now protected against 
anti-gay discrimination in ac¬ 
tivities falling under provin¬ 
cial jurisdiction. 

Similar laws have already 
been adopted in Manitoba, 
Nova Scotia, Ontario, Quebec 


and the Yukon. British 
Columbia and Saskatchewan 
are expected to pass similar 
laws within the next few 
weeks, according to the New 
Brunswick Coalition for Hu¬ 
man Rights Reform. 

The coalition won support 
for the anti-discrimination law 
from 41 church, labor and 
professional organizations 
who sent letters or briefs to 
the^government in favor of 
the law. 

The coalition also conduct¬ 
ed a survey of 176 lesbians 
and gays in 1990 that showed 
that half had experienced 
anti-gay discrimination in em¬ 
ployment, while 40 percent 
had experienced harassment, 
intimidation or assaults in 
school. In total, more than 80 
percent had experienced 
some type of anti-gay violence 
or abuse. 

“Lesbian and gay New 
Brunswickers can now feel 
more secure that they won’t 
be denied jobs, housing or 
public services due to their 
sexual orientation,” said 
Leanne Targett, president of 
the coalition. 

Targett said that the coali¬ 
tion now would focus on edu¬ 
cational activities aimed at 
combatting homophobia. ▼ 
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Taylor, Jordan Urge Congress 
To Boost Funding for AIDS

WASHINGTON - Actress 
Elizabeth Taylor joined peo¬ 
ple with AIDS June 2 to call 
on Congress to boost funding 
for the Ryan White CARE 
Act, which provides emergen¬ 
cy funds for AIDS care. 

San Francisco Mayor 
Frank Jordan called on sena¬ 
tors to do all that they can to 
ensure that the Ryan White 
Act receives full funding. 

“When San Francisco ex¬ 
perienced its devastating 
earthquake in 1989, Washing¬ 
ton did not send one-third or 
one-half of the relief it 
promised. It sent the entire 
amount,” Jordan said. “HIV is 
no less a disaster in our major 
cities.” 

The Ryan White Act, 
named after the Cicero, Ind. 
boy who died in April 1990, is 
funded at $275 million, one- 
third of the $875 million level 
authorized in 1991. 

For fiscal 1993, President 
Bush has proposed increasing 
the funding level to about 
$302 million. 

“This is simply not enough 
money to meet the rapidly 
growing needs this bill must 
address,” Taylor told the Sen¬ 
ate Labor and Human Re¬ 
sources Committee. “This in¬ 
crease would barely cover to¬ 
day’s increased cost of care. 
And new cities are expected 
to become eligible for Ryan 
White CARE funds in 1993.” 

Cities with more than 
2,000 AIDS cases qualify for 
the emergency federal fund¬ 
ing, which is used to pay for 
medical care for poor AIDS 
patients who do not get Med¬ 
icaid or for needs not covered 
by Medicaid, such as home 
health care, transportation 
and some medications. 

In fiscal year 1992, 18 cities 
received Ryan White funds

and that number is expected 
to swell to at least 24 in fiscal 
1993. 

After her testimony, Tay¬ 
lor, founding national chair¬ 
man of the American Founda¬ 
tion for AIDS Research, 
hugged Ryan White’s mother, 
Jeanne, who was sitting in the 
packed hearing room. She 
also took the hand of Laila 
Winfield, a Newark, N.J. 
woman who is HIV positive, 
as is her husband, Jerry, and 
2-year-old son Alex. 

Winfield told the Senate 
committee that services pro¬ 
vided through Ryan White 
money such as home health 
care and support groups have 
helped keep her family to¬ 
gether. 

“With no insurance and no 
income, we definitely would 
not be able to take care of our 
medical needs without Ryan 
White,” Winfield said through 
tears. “When I saw how peo¬ 
ple treated Ryan White on 
TV I was afraid to tell anyone 


about me being positive. 
Now, I no longer feel afraid.” 

Also testifying were Beau- 
ford Stowell and his lover 
Doug McConnell of Fulton, 
Mo., who said the emergency 
AIDS care funds enabled 
them to get AIDS-fighting 
drugs as well as transporta¬ 
tion from their rural town to 
medical centers. 

“Were it not for Ryan 
White money, Doug and I 
would probably not be here 
today,” Stowell said. “I re¬ 
mind you that ‘going without’ 
for a person with AIDS 
means a cruel and undigni¬ 
fied death.” 

A total of 214,609 AIDS 
cases were recorded in the 
United States by the Centers 
for Disease Control through 
March 31, and nearly 800,000 
more Americans are believed 
to be infected with HIV. 

Although California and 
New York were among the 
states hardest hit in the early 
years of the epidemic, health 
officials say that about 80 per¬ 
cent of new AIDS cases are 
now occurring in other states. 

Sen. Howard Metzenbaum, 
D-Ohio, said he was angered 
by the unwillingness of the 
administration and Congress 
to fully fund the Ryan White 
Act. 

“This is a war we are in ... 
a war that is taking the lives 
of children as well as adults,” 
Metzenbaum said of AIDS’ 
impact on the United States. 
“If this isn’t an emergency, 
I’m not sure what is.” 

The Ohio senator noted 
that although Bush cites bud¬ 
getary constraints as the rea¬ 
son the AIDS CARE act cannot 
be fully funded, the adminis¬ 
tration sought a 31 percent in¬ 
crease to $5.4 billion for the 
“Star Wars” strategic defense 
initiative and supported plans 
to build 20 B-2 bombers, each 
of which cost $2.5 billion. T 


'Sex Genie' Out of the Bottle, 
New York Magazine Reports

NEW YORK - A new 
published report details an ar¬ 
ray of clubs and bars where 
people go to have sex. 

New York Magazine writ¬ 
er and Contributing Editor 
Michael Gross did the cover 
story called “Sex in the ’90s,” 
which details his investiga¬ 
tion of sex clubs. It hit news¬ 
stands June 1. 

“The sex genie won’t be 
put back in the bottle,” he 
said. 

People are having all kinds 
of sexual activities alone and 
en masse in public places, his 
article said. 

Gross said he visited sever¬ 
al city bars and clubs with 
special back rooms or en¬ 
trances for sexual activities — 
both straight and gay — that 
he said walk “a very fine eth¬ 
ical and legal line.” People 
are having sex in trendy clubs 
like the Limelight, where ho¬ 
mosexuals have their own 
room, the article said. 

Another place, frequented 
by gays, is located in a loft on 


the West Side in the 30s, 
where gay men are consid¬ 
ered human works on display 
as they have sex with each 
other — with and without con¬ 
doms, it said. 

The club, which features 
bowls of condoms, is “sort of 
hidden. It looks like an office 
or manufacturing site,” Gross 
said. 

One West Side bar, a com¬ 
mon-looking place with go-go 
dancers, has a back room 
where patrons engage in sex 
behind a wall, he said. 

“This place closed their 
back room while I was doing 
my piece,” he said. 

“He’s got to have it” is the 
slogan used for members of 
another club. “Sometimes it’s 
ip a nightclub. Sometimes 
it’s on the Lower East Side 
in a private apartment on 8th 
Avenue in the 20s,” he said. 

Lesbians head for places 
for erotic go-go dancing, he 
said. 

There are as many as 12 
such clubs or bars in the city. 
Some like Le Palace and the 
Vault cater only to heterosex¬ 


ual couples, Gross said. 

There are a few such 
clubs in Los Angeles and 15 
in San Francisco, he said. 

“Chastity, last year’s trend, 
failed because it is untenable; 
the sex genie cannot be put 
back in the bottle ... hor¬ 
mones are raging again. The 
revolution is over,” the article 
said. “It’s a direct rebellion 
against the prevailing anti-sex 
atmosphere. Sex is passing 
through the valley of death to 
make real, if tentative inroads 
into a brave new AIDS-con¬ 
scious world.” 

According to the article, 
no-sex role-playing brothels 
are big among lawyers, and 
other sexual activities that 
don’t go as far as participat¬ 
ing in sex are offered in sev¬ 
eral midtown hangouts. 

“Today’s broker next door 
can be found in an upscale 
topless joint like Stringfel- 
lows Presents Pure Platinum, 
where women decked out in 
sequins and silicone take their 
tops off at your table for $20 
and take home $1,000 a 
night,” the article said. ▼

Judge Frees $7 Million 
For AIDS Foundation

NEW YORK - Nearly five 
years after a Manhattan art 
dealer died and willed $7 
million to create an AIDS 
foundation, a judge has 
named six trustees to start it. 

Egyptian antiquities dealer 
Royal Marks, who died of 
AIDS in November 1987, be¬ 
queathed most of his estate to 
the creation of a multi-pur¬ 
pose foundation to combat 
AIDS. 

But Manhattan Surrogate 
Renee Roth waited until May 
27 to sign an order naming 
the trustees who will set up 
the foundation, although dis¬ 
putes about the will were set¬ 
tled two years ago. 

Roth adhered to Marks’ re¬ 
quest that his physician, Dr. 
Donald Kotler of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, be among the 
trustees, but she ignored 
Marks’ instructions to in¬ 
clude on the board another 
AIDS expert, Dr. Michael 
Lange. 

Lange could not be 
reached for comment, but 
Kotler said of the judge’s 
handling of the case, “I think 
it’s awful. This long wait has 
really frustrated the intent of 
his will.” 

Housing was a likely prior¬ 
ity for the Royal Marks Foun¬ 
dation, he said. 

“He was not so fuzzy head¬ 
ed that he expected the pro¬ 
ject would cure AIDS. He 
was interested in quality of 


life issues. I don’t think he 
wanted a big staff and big 
overhead,” said Kotler, who 
specializes in AIDS-related 
nutrition. 

Kotler said he hoped the 
trustees would be able to be¬ 
gin their work this summer. 

In spite of the weak mar¬ 
ket for Marks’ art holdings 
and nearly half a million dol¬ 
lars in legal costs, the estate, 
originally worth $7 million, 
was valued recently at close 
to $10 million. The estate’s ac¬ 
counting was to be reviewed 
by the court June 23, a clerk 
for Roth said. 

The delay angered AIDS 
activists and prompted scruti¬ 
ny from the state Attorney 
General’s Office. 

“While you’re fiddling, 
people are dying,” said M.L. 
Henry, in a letter to Roth 
urging action on the will. 

Henry retired as executive 
director of the Fund for Mod¬ 
ern Courts because of having 
AIDS himself. 

“We’re pleased the court 
has finally acted,” said Assis¬ 
tant state Attorney General 
David Solomon after learning 
of the judge’s order. 

Also named as trustees 
were Sharon King, Carol 
Levine, who has written ex¬ 
tensively on ethics and AIDS, 
Vincent McGee of the Dia¬ 
mond Foundation, and 
Thomas Stoddard, the former 
head of the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund.

Blood Banks Begin 
Testing for HIV-2

WASHINGTON - The na¬ 
tion’s 2,400 blood banks have 
begun testing donated blood 
for HIV-2, a rare form of the 
AIDS virus, the American 
Association of Blood Banks 
said June 1. 

The test was implemented 
after the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration recommended 
that blood banks screen for 
both HIV-1 and HIV-2, two 
forms of the human immun¬ 
odeficiency virus. 

“While the risk posed by 
HIV-2 to patients is extremely 
remote, our screening of all 
blood donated in the United 
States as a preventive mea¬ 
sure demonstrates our com¬ 
mitment to safety,” Dr. Shan¬ 
non Cooper, American Asso¬ 
ciation of Blood Banks presi¬ 
dent, said. 

Screening of donated 
blood for both HIV-1 and 
HIV-2 may be done using a 
single, combination test, so 
the additional testing does not 
require additional steps, 
Cooper said. 

A series of questions also 
screens out persons consid¬ 
ered at risk for HIV infec¬ 
tion. 

Donated blood is tested for 
a variety of blood-borne dis¬ 
eases, including syphilis, 
three forms of hepatitis, and a 
leukemia-causing virus, 
HTLV-1, in addition to the 
two AIDS viruses. 


While 2i4,609 AIDS cases 
have been reported in the 
United States, only 31 were 
attributed to HIV-2 infection. 
HIV-2 is more common 
among Europeans and West 
Africans. 

A total of 3,537 AIDS cases 
were blamed on contaminat¬ 
ed transfusions, with nearly 
all of the cases stemming 
from transfusions before 
blood centers began screen¬ 
ing for HIV-1 in March 1985. 

A report by the Centers 
for Disease Control last week 
said only 15 transfusion-relat¬ 
ed AIDS cases were recorded 
in the United States since 
HIV screening was imple¬ 
mented. 

CDC experts investigated 
97 cases of people with AIDS 
who were thought to have 
contracted the disease 
through transfusions. In 82 of 
the cases, the investigators 
were able to rule out trans¬ 
fused blood as the cause. 

They concluded that the 
“very small risk should not 
discourage patients who 
need transfusions from receiv¬ 
ing them.” 

An American Red Cross 
spokeswoman estimated the 
odds of contracting HIV 
from a transfusion at around 
45,000 to 1. She said an aver¬ 
age of five out of every 
100,000 pints of donated 
blood test positive for the 
virus and are discarded. ▼

Congressional Report: New 
AIDS Definition Misses Many

WASHINGTON - An ex¬ 
pected revision in the govern¬ 
ment’s definition of AIDS still 
would miss many cases, espe¬ 
cially among women and oth¬ 
er underrepresented groups, a 
congressional report said. 

The Office of Technology 
Assessment said the new 
AIDS case definition will in¬ 
crease the number of cases in 
the United States by 52 per¬ 
cent and will improve surveil¬ 
lance of the epidemic, but 
would leave out many poor 
people who could have AIDS 
under the definition, but with 
no outward symptoms. 

Poor persons, including 
HIV-positive women and in¬ 
travenous drug abusers, may 
not have access to the testing 
required for AIDS to be diag¬ 


nosed, the report said. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control is expected to revise 
the current AIDS case defini¬ 
tion so that an HIV-positive 
person is considered to have 
AIDS if his or her immune 
system is severely suppressed 
even if no symptoms of spe¬ 
cific AIDS-related infections 
are present. 

In addition to its impact on 
epidemic surveillance, the 
CDC’s AIDS definition is 
used to determine eligibility 
for various government ben¬ 
efit programs and federal 
funding to state and local 
AIDS projects. 

Rep. Ted Weiss, D-N.Y., 
said that the CDC should not 
only include the immune sys¬ 
tem measurement but also 
AIDS-related conditions that 
especially affect HIV-positive 


women. 

“Unless AIDS-related con¬ 
ditions are listed in the defini¬ 
tion, health-care workers may 
not recognize them as such. 
This applies most strongly to 
the conditions affecting wom¬ 
en, such as cervical cancer, 
vaginal candidiasis and hu¬ 
man papilloma virus,” said 
Weiss, chairman of the Hu¬ 
man Resources and Intergov¬ 
ernmental Relations Subcom¬ 
mittee, in a statement. 

A total of 214,609 AIDS 
cases were recorded by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
through March 31, but nearly 
800,000 more people are be¬ 
lieved to be infected with 
HIV. The CDC estimated that 
60 percent of those currently 
infected have severe immune 
system impairment. ▼

Perot Comes Out

T he San Francisco 
headquarters for Ross 
Perot’s “unofficial” 
campaign for presi¬ 
dent is a big, expensive glitzy 
office on Van Ness Avenue. 
Until recently it had a large 
neon sign in its window, but 
this was taken down within 
hours of Perot’s “coming out” 
as a homophobe. Someone in 
the local operation was taking 
no chances. 

Once again, queerness has 
become a “defining issue.” It’s 
no accident that Perot, that 
master of obfuscation, tripped 
up and showed his true colors 
on this particular topic. 

I pegged Perot as a fascist 
coyly toying with a libertarian 
fig leaf long ago. So I was 
thrown for a loop last month 
when headlines in the dailies 
quixotically proclaimed “Per¬ 
ot Supports Gay Rights.” This 
of course, turned out to be a 
very generous interpretation. 


In fact he’d floated his 
“what adults do in private is 
no one’s business” line, and 
then rushed into a monologue 
on AIDS — it’s not a good 
sign, in my book, when you 
ask someone about gays and 
they respond as though 
you’ve asked about AIDS. 

The queer press, covering 
the same story, additionally 
revealed that EDS, the com¬ 
pany Perot owned, never 
knowingly hired gays and ag¬ 
gressively fired any they dis¬ 
covered. 

And while it’s true that 
Perot supported an AIDS 
fundraising event, it’s also 
true that he called up the or¬ 
ganizer of said event the next 
day to complain about the in¬ 
clusion of a gay speaker. 

“Did you have to cram one 
of those people down our 
throats?” he is reported to 
have whined. 

Not exactly the words of a 
crusader for human rights. 

But Perot’s big gaffe came 


during an interview last week 
with Barbara Walters, when 
she questioned him on 
gay/lesbian issues. First he 
played his libertarian card: 
whatever adults do in private 
(however disgusting, danger¬ 
ous and immoral we all know 
it to be) is no one else’s busi¬ 
ness. 

Well, would he appoint 
gays to top Cabinet positions? 
Heck no! That would be “con¬ 
troversial.” 

What about letting gays 
and lesbians serve in the mil¬ 
itary? Perot doesn’t think 
that’s “realistic.” 

He threw in, gratis, that he 
wouldn’t hire adulterers ei¬ 
ther. 

The encouraging thing 
about all this is that the main¬ 
stream picked up on the 
moralistic bigotry at the bot¬ 
tom of Perot’s self-contradic¬ 
tory position. You can’t keep 
queers out of the Army or the 
Cabinet unless you’re commit¬ 
ted to witch-hunting them 
out; and this policy, obvious¬ 
ly, is totally incompatible 
with the “private lives” 
hokum (itself only one step 
above the “some of my best 
friends are” line). 

Perot’s craven attempt to 
evade responsibility by citing 
his concern for the prejudices 
of others only highlighted the 
hypocrisy and conformism of 
this tough-talking billionaire 
who likes to pose as a strong- 
minded individualist. 

The sad part is that Perot 
was, actually, leaning as far to 
the left as he could. In reality 
he thinks queers are loath¬ 
some slime. After all, this is a 
guy who tried (unsuccessfully) 
to use his father’s influence to 
get out of the Navy because — 
he now claims — he couldn’t 
tolerate the tendency of his 
comrades in arms “to take the 
name of the Lord in vain.” 

Oh my goddess! Can you 
believe that those gosh- 
darned sailors were swearing? 
(Also, the fucking Korean 
War was about to start.) 

Is this the beginning of the 
end for this “all-things-to-all- 
people” phony? It should at 
least push him into the far- 
right wing where he belongs. 

Let’s hope that Perot and 
Bush split the homophobe 
vote (which I don’t doubt is 
substantial) so that the pro¬ 
gressives can squeak by in the 
fall. 

He's Got the Look 

One week after the media 
reported that the actor who 
portrayed the father of the in¬ 
famous “Brady Bunch” had 
died of “colon cancer,” it was 
revealed that he was HIV pos¬ 
itive and that this “contribut¬ 
ed” to his death. This contort¬ 
ed dance of not-quite-lies in¬ 
cludes many notable distor¬ 
tions. The “colon cancer” was 
actually a lymphoma of the 
colon, which is much rarer 
and much more obviously 


linked with AIDS. 

An honest and/or realistic 
description would have ac¬ 
knowledged that the cancer 
was caused by the HIV. But 
the media, apparently, want¬ 
ed to deny that the initial sto¬ 
ry was, in fact, a cover-up; so 
they delicately downgraded 
HIV to a “contributing” fac¬ 
tor. 

This may indicate that the 
unofficial national media pol¬ 
icy of closeting AIDS obituar¬ 
ies is tilting in favor of using 
outright lies. Many wonder if 
this isn’t so with recently de¬ 
ceased ultra-macho football 
star Lyle Alzado, dead at age 
43 from a lymphoma of the 
brain. 

Alzado’s obit in the New 
York Times states: “Because 
brain cancer is often associat¬ 
ed with AIDS, his doctors 
have taken pains to point out 
that extensive testing had es¬ 
tablished conclusively that 
Mr. Alzado had neither AIDS 
nor the virus that causes it.” 

Methinks the doctors doth 
protest too much. Ordinarily I 
would take such a definitive 
statement at face value, but 
perhaps it’s best interpreted 
as: “His doctors (and lawyers) 
are confident that they have 
successfully trashed and/or 
suppressed all evidence of 
Alzado’s status as an HIVer.” 

Several things suggest this. 
First of all, the fact that his 
tumor was, again, a lym¬ 
phoma is suspicious; even 
more so is the omission of 
this telling detail from the 
obit. 

Second of all, many 
HIVers insist that Alzado had 
“the look.” We mean, of 
course, that distinctive emaci¬ 
ated, exhausted look associat¬ 
ed with AIDS. 

I’ve counter-argued that 
many people with cancer 
have a very similar “look”; 
but my experts insist that the 
HIV “look” is unique, and 
that Alzado had it. 

Finally, there was Alzado’s 
televised tearful farewell 
speech, where he cautioned 
youth against the scourge of 
steroids, upon which he 
blamed his tumor (despite the 
absence of any theory or evi¬ 
dence to support such a 
claim). 

He seemed weirdly over- 
emotional, just like Republi¬ 
can National Committee 
Chairman Lee Atwater (who 
also died of lymphoma) in his 
own farewell speech, when he 
repented having created the 
racist “Willie Horton” cam¬ 
paign ploy. 

This is not to say that 
one’s deathbed farewell isn’t, 
at best of times, an emotional 
event. But the amount of con¬ 
flict and grief Alzado revealed 
seems inconsistent with the 
proffered “I learned my les¬ 
son/just say no to drugs” con¬ 
tent, and more suggestive of 
“I’m a closet-case fag who 
took steroids until I puffed up 


into a caricature of masculin¬ 
ity, based my whole life on 
being the biggest and butch- 
est asshole in a notoriously 
chauvanistic profession — and 
now I’m dying of AIDS!” 

By the way, Alzado’s ex- 
wife “blamed the breakup of 
their marriage on Alzado’s 
unpredictable behavior, 
which she attributed to his 
use of steroids.” 

My, my, those steroids 
must be nasty things! But we 
can think of other things — 
like closet queerness — that 
can cause men to display “un¬ 
predictable behavior” and 
lead to the “breakup of their 
marriages.”

Queer Nation/D.C. recently 
“outed” Anne-Imelda Radice, 
head honcha of the National 
Endowment for the Arts, as a 
lesbian. Radice had just can¬ 
celed a federal grant for a 
“sexually explicit” art project 
(it included a depiction of a 
penis), overruling a unani¬ 
mous committee decision. 

When the previous head of 
the NEA, John Frohnmayer, 
“saw the light” after several years 
of conflict with artists and re¬ 
fused to routinely censor sex¬ 
ually explicit art, he was 
promptly canned. 

Radice, his replacement, 
soon declared her firm com¬ 
mitment to denying funds to 
“sexual” art. 

Opinion is divided as to 
whether this “outing” was jus¬ 
tified. The moralist position 
says no, because Radice 
wasn’t participating in specif¬ 
ically homophobic activities 
(like Pentagon flak Pete 
Williams, for instance). 

Additionally in her de¬ 
fense, Radice doesn’t deny 
that she’s a lesbian (not really 
possible anyway, it turns out, 
due to her highly visible co¬ 
habitation with her partner); 
she merely refuses to discuss 
her “private life.” 

The pragmatic approach 
sweeps aside such quibbles. 
The NEA ban on “sex” is, ac¬ 
cording to this analysis, 99 
percent homophobia anyway, 
and Radice is a de facto partic¬ 
ipant in the general Helms- 
Bush anti-gay crusade. It fol¬ 
lows that anything that re¬ 
duces her effectiveness in this 
role should be employed. 

Ironically, “outing” has 
most of its effect by turning 
her own conservative masters 
against her. The mainstream 
media uniformly refused to 
report the “outing.” Even so, 
Radice is walking a thin line, 
and may have a short tenure. 

If Clinton wins, she’ll be 
canned as a raging reac¬ 
tionary; if Perot wins, she’ll 
be canned as a homosexual 
who failed to keep her private 
life sufficiently “private.” 
Only the Bush administration, 
it seems, truly values ultra¬ 
conservative closet cases. ▼

idea,” she said. 

Despite speculation among 
some members of the audi¬ 
ence that the producers were 
there trying to avoid a similar 
fiasco to the one that befell 
“Basic Instinct,” the producers 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that their motivation for com¬ 
ing had no connection to the 
controversial film. 

“We would have • come 
here in any event. There was 
a great deal of misinforma¬ 
tion out there, and we felt 
that the best thing we could 
do was dispel the rumors and 
hear what people have to say 
about the movie and about 
Harvey Milk. Being gay film¬ 
makers (both Zadan and 
Meron are gay) we have 
something at stake. This fo¬ 
rum is the healthiest thing we 
could have done,” Meron said. 
“We hope to have continued 
dialogue with the community 
and that there are no pro¬ 
tests.” 

And if there are protests? 

“We’ll handle them the 
same way — by having open 
dialogue,” Meron said. 

But when pressed by the 
gathering tospecify how that 
dialogue would happen, 
whether in the form of an ad¬ 
visory committee that would 
read scripts or ongoing fo¬ 
rums after the director and 
lead actors are signed on to 
the project, the producers 
were not willing to specify. 

“We believe that Holly¬ 
wood is absolutely homopho¬ 
bic. We are breaking down 
that homophobia with this 
movie,” Zadan said. “This is 
something we are passionate 
about, care about deeply and 
want to do correctly.” 

“We’ll be here a lot and 
hopefully you’ll get to know 
us and feel we’re good film¬ 
makers. This could be a wa¬ 
tershed film. If we do it right, 
this could open the floodgates 
in Hollywood to gay-themed 
films,” Zadan said. 

Participants had a broad 
range of feelings about the fo¬ 
rum and prospects for the 
film, though most seemed to 
feel the whole thing was too 
good to be true. 

“I have a feeling that what 
we say is not going to be lis¬ 
tened to,” Ash McNeel, an au¬ 
dience member, told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “I feel a little 
cynical.” 


“I feel they’re listening and 
they’re sincere, but the people 
with the purse strings will 
eventually take over. It’s not 
going to come over on the 
screen this way,” Natalie 
Fredericks, another partici¬ 
pant, said. 

Some representatives of 
Catherine Did It!, the activist 
group that protested “Basic 
Instinct,” expressed skepti¬ 
cism about the final outcome. 

“If they use the (current) 
screenplay in the final film, it 
will be a queer film,’’Annette 
Gaudino, who has read a copy 
of the script, said. But Anne 
Keating added, “They have 
no control over what will hap¬ 
pen. They haven’t hit the 
pressure from the religious 
right, boycotts, sponsors who 
will pull out of the film, the¬ 
aters that won’t show it.” 

“Everything comes down 
to money and there’s no way 
of knowing how this will end 
up,” Jennifer Morris said. 

But Jim Rivaldo, a close as¬ 
sociate of Harvey Milk, ex¬ 
pressed a great deal of opti¬ 
mism about the film. 

“I’ve been impressed with 
their commitment to seeking 
the feelings of the lesbian and 
gay community. That there 
are so many lesbian and gay 
people involved is encourag¬ 
ing. I get a sense that they ap¬ 
preciate the historical signifi¬ 
cance of what they’re doing. 
They’re creating a cultural 
breakthrough as well as 
chronicling an important his¬ 
torical moment,” he said. ▼

may be the only concentrated 
group in the country with 
both a high enough rate of 
new HIV infection and the 
degree of cooperation neces¬ 
sary for testing a candidate 
vaccine a few years hence. 

Warren Winkelstein, the 
principal investigator for the 
SFMHS, says that the prelim¬ 
inary work for the vaccine tri¬ 
al is three-fold: There is a 
need to survey the target pop¬ 
ulation’s knowledge and atti¬ 
tudes about vaccines, measure 
infection rates, and plan how 
to process and keep track of 
enrollees in the trial. 

Objecting to arguments 
that vaccine test preparations 
have begun too early, Winkel¬ 
stein said, “Tooling up for 
these trials takes a long time. 
It’s better to be ready than to 
be unprepared. We may find 
people don’t understand vac¬ 
cines. They may be scared or 
mad at NIAID and unwilling 
to enter trials.” 

That anger already exists 
among some of the dedicated 
SFMHS volunteers who have 
been showing up every six 
months to give blood samples 
and answer lengthy, intimate 
questionnaires about their 
lifestyles. 

One participant comment¬ 
ed, “They are willing to use 
gay men to help Middle 
America in the vaccine trials 
but are abandoning an epi¬ 
demiology study that could 
help advance therapy for gay 
men already infected. Is that 
what is going on with the 
Bush administration?” 

Major areas of ongoing 
study in the SFMHS include 
the risk of oral transmission 
of HIV; factors that make for 
long-term survival or rapid 
progression of HIV infection; 
what takes place during the 
initial acute phase of HIV in¬ 
fection; effect of therapy on 
survival; and prediction of 
whom is at risk for pneumocys- 
tis pneumonia. 

Negotiations are now tak¬ 
ing place over continuing at 
least some of these investiga¬ 
tions through NIAID. Investi¬ 
gations left out of this possi¬ 
ble “phased down” version of 
the SFMHS will hunt up al¬ 
ternate sources of support if 
they are to survive. All the 


crucial information that the 
study could yet provide now 
has to take its chances in the 
“crap shoot,” as one re¬ 
searcher put it, of an increas¬ 
ingly tight funding process. ▼

suggestive, proof of a KS 
STD connection has been 
lacking until now. But Peter¬ 
man’s group is highly sugges¬ 
tive. He insists that these gay 
men are definitely free of 
HIV, having tested consistent¬ 
ly negative on all the usual 
HIV tests. The appearance of 
KS in the group was similar 
to traditional, pre-AIDS KS — 
one or two lesions that fre¬ 
quently go away and don’t 
come back. 

Peterman thinks an epi¬ 
demic of the putative KS mi¬ 
crobe struck the gay commu¬ 
nity a little before HIV did. 
Except for the immune-de¬ 
stroying AIDS epidemic, KS 
wouldn’t have been noticed 
until people’s immune sys¬ 
tem’s naturally declined with 
age. 

The CDC study provided 
“no good answers,” in Peter¬ 
man’s words, as to why gay 
men should be singled out for 
KS. One recent published 
study claimed to find an asso¬ 
ciation between KS and oral- 
anal sex, but Peterman says 
that he could find no such as¬ 
sociation. Neither has the San 
Francisco Health Department 
nor epidemiologists with the 
San Francisco Men’s Health 
Study. 

The fecal-oral contact the¬ 
ory — that KS is spread by 
such means as rimming or 
poor hygiene — attracts re¬ 
searchers because it seems to 
fit the disparate situations in 
which KS appears. Re¬ 
searchers’ inability to defini¬ 
tively prove or disprove this 
mode of transmission shows 
how hard it is to nail down 
KS’s origins. Peterman says it 
is going to take a lot of luck 
to find the microbe responsi¬ 
ble, if indeed there is one. 

The CDC researcher be¬ 
lieves that the HIV-negative 


men with KS he has seen 
have some kind of “subclini- 
cal,” or undetectable, immune 
dysfunction. The KS cases he 
has found may just represent 
biological accidents. 

Suppose, though, that a 
weak KS microbe really did 
spread far and wide in the 
gay community of the 70s 
and early ’80s, as Peterman 
suggests. Then his group may 
well be a harbinger of a non- 
AIDS KS epidemic as the 
gay-liberation generation 
grows old. 

In an interview with Bay 
Area Reporter, Peterman 
said, “We have not found that 
many people with HIV-nega¬ 
tive KS despite a lot of pub¬ 
licity. This could be because 
there aren’t many people out 
there with the microbe, if 
there is one, or because so far 
only a small number of peo¬ 
ple have developed the condi¬ 
tion. There’s frustration at not 
knowing how to resolve the 
issue. Either time will tell, or 
if we discover the microbe, 
we can develop a test for it 
and really zoom ahead.” T

tional journalistic principles, 
for three reasons:

bians. 

When the Frost interview 
was broadcast, the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund is¬ 
sued a news release citing 
Perot’s remarks and crediting 
him with “a strong stand in 
favor of equal rights for les¬ 
bians and gay men.” 

HRCF’s King said last 
week that the April 24 release 
was based on information 
available at that time. 

“Perot’s initial statement 
might now be interpreted as 
an intentional effort to mis¬ 
lead, and I think new ques¬ 
tions will be raised as to who 
is the really slick candidate,” 
King said. “I think his bigotry 
has been exposed and the 
American public will want to 
look far more closely before 
getting carried away with this 
chameleon candidate. 

“I think people are seeing 
this as the first real glitch in 
the Perot campaign,” King 
said. “It’s the first time that 
he’s indicated what he really 
believes and it’s quite clear 
that he’s endorsing discrimi¬ 
nation. ... Ross Perot may 
think that the country is just a 
large country club but, in fact, 
the American people know 
that this is a diverse land 
with competent and qualified 
people in every community.” 

HRCF on May 31 an¬ 
nounced its endorsement of 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton. 
King said that the endorse¬ 
ment was expedited by Per¬ 
ot’s comments last week. 

This is the first time in its 
11-year history that HRCF 
has endorsed a candidate for 
president. 

Perot’s comments also 
drew fire from the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 

“Perot reveals himself to 
be no different from the sta¬ 
tus quo,” Executive Director 
Urvashi Vaid said. “We call 
on Ross Perot to meet with 
gay and lesbian advocates and 


to educate himself about the 
discrimination that he has 
made a political decision to 
condone.” 

Both HRCF and the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force reported that Perot’s 
campaign has not responded 
to their questionnaires on is¬ 
sues important to lesbians 
and gays. 

U.S. Rep. Barney Frank, 
D-Mass., called Perot’s com¬ 
ments regarding gays contra¬ 
dictory considering that the 
would-be candidate presents 
himself as an individual who 
wouldn’t get caught up in typ¬ 
ical politics such as pandering 
to popular opinion. 

“That’s like Santa Claus 
saying, ‘You should like me 
because I’m Santa Claus but 
if you want a present, give 
me $8,’ ” Frank told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Dallas Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Director John 
Thomas said that rumors of 
anti-gay practices in Perot’s 
companies, Electronic Data 
Systems, which he sold to 
General Motors in 1984 for 
$2.5 billion, and Perot Sys¬ 
tems, which he now owns, 
have circulated in Dallas for 
some time. 

Thomas said that it was 
“pretty widely believed” that 
people with same-sex room¬ 
mates were not allowed to 


work for Perot and that peo¬ 
ple with AIDS were terminat¬ 
ed. Thomas also said that 
these rumors might be “sim¬ 
ply urban myth.” 

A woman in Perot’s Dallas 
campaign headquarters, who 
refused to identify herself, 
called Thomas’ statements 
“hearsay” and said that no 
one in the campaign could re¬ 
spond further. 

Collecting Signatures 

Perot spokesperson Priss 
Benbow reported a “wonder¬ 
ful response” from San Fran¬ 
ciscans since the Perot Peti¬ 
tion Committee opened its of¬ 
fice here May 4. In order for 
Perot to appear on Califor¬ 
nia’s November ballot, 
135,000 signatures must be 
collected by Aug. 7. Neither 
the San Francisco office nor 
the Dallas headquarters was 
able to provide the number of 
petitions gathered so far in 
California, but the campaign 
reportedly hopes to collect 1 
million signatures. 

“Ross Perot obviously has 
no clue what the word ‘equal¬ 
ity’ means, or that the les- 
bian/gay movement is about 
equality for all,” Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg said. 
“This man has, without think¬ 
ing, unreasonably disqualified 
millions of talented, hard¬ 
working Americans from 
serving in his Cabinet. I think 
he’s disqualified himself from 
serving our country. 

“He may be popular now 
but I doubt that he will be 
popular in November,” Acht¬ 
enberg said. “The guy is a 
multibillionaire. He made all 
of his money from govern¬ 
ment contracts and from his 
association with politicians 
and big business.” 

Achtenberg attributed Per¬ 
ot’s early popularity to the 
public’s desire for a solution 
to the nation’s economic and 
racial problems. But she pre¬ 
dicted that Perot’s attraction 
will fade when his life is ex¬ 
amined as closely as other 


politicians’ lives have been 
scrutinized. 

“I don’t think we ever envi¬ 
sioned Ross Perot to be our 
candidate and I don’t think 
his remarks are terribly sur¬ 
prising and clearly we won’t 
look forward to employment 
advancement in his adminis¬ 
tration,” Supervisor Carole 
Migden said. “It would be bet¬ 
ter for (lesbians and gays) if 
Perot did not formally an¬ 
nounce. He’s a formidable 
contender and he will drain 
votes from the Democrats 
and the effect will be to miti¬ 
gate the strength of the Clin¬ 
ton campaign.” 

LA Leaders Wary 

An informal telephone sur¬ 
vey of a handful of Los Ange¬ 
les lesbians and gays, conduct¬ 
ed before Perot’s most recent 
comments regarding employ¬ 
ment in his administration, 
concluded that not enough is 
known about Perot’s stands 
on the issues. 

“He frightens me,” said 
Carol Anderson, political vice 
president of the Stonewall 
Democratic Club in Los An¬ 
geles. “Perot to me is a very 
dangerous person. A lot of 
what he said is not well 
thought out and won’t fly 
when scrutinized under pres¬ 
sure. (But) we’re sick of poli¬ 
tics as usual. People are look¬ 
ing for anybody. But there is 
a big difference between run¬ 
ning a business and being 
president of the United 
States. 

“Perot believes he is above 
the system,” Anderson said. 
“Yes, he might be the ‘ulti¬ 
mate pragmatist,’ but he 
doesn’t want to .be bothered 
with system.”

vide the committee the identi¬ 
ties of the officers who 
blocked the march. 

Capt. Richard Holder of 
Potrero Station told the com¬ 
mittee that a review of video 
and audio tape of the demon¬ 
stration did not indicate that 
any missiles or projectiles 
such as rocks or bottles were 
thrown at officers. 

However, Holder said that 
a review of arm motions of 
some protesters in the video¬ 
tapes “show something being 
thrown at Fillmore and 
Duboce” and that a KGO-TV 
cameraman might have wit¬ 
nessed the incident but that 
police hadn’t spoken with 
him. 

Holder said that he did 
“duck a Coke can” that was 
thrown from the corner of 
Fillmore and Duboce. 

Allegations that protesters 
were chanting “downtown, 
downtown” are not support¬ 
ed by videotape or audio 
tape, according to Holder, but 
he said that suggestions that 
the group march downtown 
were overhead in conversa¬ 
tions. 

Officers who heard the 
conversations or chants have 
been asked to provide state¬ 
ments to the committee. 

The testimony is the latest 
in the Board of Supervisors 
inquiry into the May 8 inci¬ 
dent that began as a march 
from Dolores Park to a rally 
at Duboce Park and ended up 
with more 500 arrests on fail¬ 
ing to disperse and traffic vi¬ 
olation charges. 

Demonstrators allege that 
police blocked the 1,500 
marchers from entering 
Duboce Park and forced 
them back onto Market Street, 
and the crowd spilled onto 


ACT UP Phone Zap Targets Perot 

ACT UP/Presidential Project has launched a “fax/phone 
zap” to protest presidential candidate Ross Perot’s opposi¬ 
tion to gays in the military and in certain Cabinet jobs. 
Perot’s toll-free comment line is 800-685-7777, the group re¬ 
ported. His fax numbers are 800-933-6516 and 800-925-1300. 
The Presidential Project “declared war on Ross Perot’s 
presidential campaign” in a fax from the group’s headquar¬ 
ters in Seattle. 

“His statements show that he is out of touch with the rest 
of America,” Presidential Project’s Steve Michael said. “We 
must educate this man.” 

A 1990 poll conducted by Penn & Schoen Associates found 
that 81 percent of Americans oppose kicking gays out of 
the military and 80 percent favor equal rights for gays in 
employment. The poll had a 3.5 percent error margin. 
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Steve Martin, president of 
Stonewall, compares Perot to 
Ronald Reagan. 

“He doesn’t have tactical, 
focused positions,” Martin 
said. “It reminds me of 
Ronald Reagan — people don’t 
want to think or make hard 
positions. Everyone’s looking 
once again for that panacea, 
the cure-all so they don’t have 
to deal with anything. Some¬ 
one’s going to take care of us. 
Well, we’ve taken this place¬ 
bo before ... .” 

Regarding Perot’s popular¬ 
ity, the Republican Log Cabin 
Club’s Carol Newman said 
she was “amazed at what’s go¬ 
ing on.” 

“People are desperate to 
get away from Clinton and 
Bush even though they know 
nothing whatsoever about 
(Perot),” Newman said. “I 
can’t tell where he stands. He 
seems to be liberal on some 
social issues but conservative 
on economic issues. ... I don’t 
know enough about him.” 

But Newman said she was 
concerned that people are 
only picking Perot because 
they are so dissatisfied with 
Clinton and Bush. 

“I’m scared about the fu¬ 
ture when an electorate does 
this,” she said. “I’m scared 
that people are so easily tak¬ 
en in. He may be a great guy. 
But to support him for presi¬ 
dent and not know him is 
very scary.” 

Newman, an attorney, is 
running as a write-in candi¬ 
date for the 23rd Assembly 
District against a man who al¬ 
legedly is supported by Chris¬ 
tian fundamentalists. ▼

Market Street where they 
were arrested because police 
trapped them after ordering 
them to disperse without giv¬ 
ing them access to leave the 
area. 

Police originally said the 
demonstrators were blocked 
from going up Fillmore 
Street, that rocks and bottles 
were thrown, and the crowd 
turned around on Church 
Street and began to march up 
Market Street in violation of 
repeated dispersal orders and 
orders to stay on the side¬ 
walk. 

Achtenberg said that be¬ 
cause the matter was filed in 
the committee that it could be 
reopened if there were addi¬ 
tional questions regarding the 
incident and expressed con¬ 
cern that police did not follow 
official crowd control proce¬ 
dures for handling the 
demonstration. 

Arnold also testified that 
protesters arrested on May 1 
at Hartford and 18th — follow¬ 
ing dispersal orders given at 
24th and Mission streets un¬ 
der the state of emergency 
proclamation following the 
April 30 riots and looting — 
were a group of protesters 
who had been eluding police 
for an hour-and-a-half and 
playing a game of “cat and 
mouse.” 

However, Achtenberg 
questioned Arnold’s claim, 
saying that she had heard tes¬ 
timony from many people ar¬ 
rested at the site who were 
simply in the area, including 
a social worker going home 
to comply with the curfew 
and two salespeople go¬ 
ing out to dinner in the Cas¬ 
tro. 

Arnold said that no disper¬ 
sal order was given because 
the existing dispersal order 
earlier in the evening and the 
powers of the state of emer¬ 
gency gave police the author¬ 
ity to act. ▼

or not. The Muni fare in¬ 
crease to $1 is a bad idea at 
this time.” 

“The jury’s still out,” Su¬ 
pervisor Roberta Achten- 
bergsaid. “Specifically as to 
what extent the health pro¬ 
grams I’ve advocated need to 
be funded.” 

Achtenberg’s resolution 
identifying health-care needs, 
including HIV treatment pre¬ 
vention services and lesbian 
and gay youth services, was 
adopted by the board and an¬ 
ticipated funds from SB 855 
have been earmarked for the 
programs. 

Supervisor Carole Midgen 
said the board was “working 
closely with the mayor” 
around the budget but adopt¬ 
ed a wait-and-see attitude 
about the specifics of the bud¬ 
get proposal and expressed 
concerns about hidden service 
cuts. 

“If a health clinic stays 
open, but its staff is cut or 
eliminated, in effect you’re 
cutting services,” she said. 

The board must approve 
the budget proposed by the 
mayor. ▼

question the DA’s power.” 

May said that he wasn’t 
given a chance to provide po¬ 
lice the information that 
could have kept his attacker 
in custody. 

On the police report filed 
the night of the incident, the 
box “prejudiced based” is 
checked “no.” 

“I’m really sick of all this 
gay bashing and nothing be¬ 
ing done about it,” May said. 
“I feel like the law is not on 


our side. Any kind of bashing 
is bad but I feel that they 
treat the gay bashing with 
less respect than they would 
anything else. This man is 
probably back over in the 
Castro again verbally abusing 
people. I’m afraid someone is 
going to get attacked again. 
He is a very dangerous per¬ 
son.” 

May, a masseur and make¬ 
up artist, has been unable to 
work since an earlier attack 
last August left him in physi¬ 
cal therapy. May said he was 
pushed down a flight of stairs 
by a former roommate in 
Berkeley. 

“My life has been a blur 
for the last eight months,” 
May said. “This was like the 
icing on the cake.” ▼

as “national lesbian and gay 

groups.” 

According to Nolan, Lem- 
pert called him about the 
mailer and asked if Nolan 
was offended. Lempert apolo¬ 
gized and in the same conver¬ 
sation wondered whether he 
would could get support from 
gays and lesbians. 

Nolan was endorsed by the 
San Jose Mercury News; the 
San Francisco Chronicle; the 
Labor Council; several 
unions, including the AFL- 
CIO and the Teamsters; 
transportation and animal 
rights groups; and others. 

“It was totally intentional. 
You’d think from his piece I 
was a single-issue candidate,” 
Nolan said. 

In the presidential race, 
Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton 
beat Gov. Jerry Brown in Cal¬ 
ifornia and clinched the 
Democratic nomination. Clin¬ 
ton won with 48 percent of 
the vote in California while 
Brown captured 40 percent. 

Brown beat Clinton in San 
Francisco with 55,890 votes to 
46,484. 

Clinton also won in all the 
other states that held pri¬ 
maries this week: Ohio, New 
Jersey, Alabama, Montana 
and New Mexico. 

President Bush won 74 
percent of the vote in the Cal¬ 
ifornia Republican contest to 
bury challenger Patrick 
Buchanan, who got 26 percent 
of the vote. 

With 54 electoral votes, 
California will be important 
in the November presidential 
election. 

Primary exit polls showed 
Texas billionaire Ross Perot 
would have tied with both 
Clinton and Bush if he had 
run in the primary. But those 
polls also showed Perot fair¬ 


ing poorly among gay, black, 
Hispanic and Jewish voters. 

Perot on June 3 named for¬ 
mer Jimmy Carter campaign 
manager Hamilton Jordan 
and former Ronald Reagan 
campaign manager Ed 
Rollins to co-manage his inde¬ 
pendent campaign. 

In congressional races, Di¬ 
anne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer both won the Demo¬ 
cratic nomination in their 
bids for U.S. Senate. Fein¬ 
stein beat Gray Davis 58 per¬ 
cent to 33 percent, and Boxer 
beat Lt. Gov. Leo McCarthy 
44 percent to 31 percent. U.S. 
Rep. Mel Levine pulled 22 
percent in that race. 

Victory for both Feinstein 
and Boxer in November 
would double the number of 
women in the U.S. Senate. 
The 100-member U.S. Senate 
now includes only two wom¬ 
en. 

Feinstein faces Republican 
Sen. John Seymour in 
November. Reactionary U.S. 
Rep. Bill Dannemeyer will be 
out of a job in Congress in 
January, having been defeated 
by Seymour. 


Boxer faces Republican 
Bruce Herschensohn, who 
beat moderate Republican 
Sen. Tom Campbell in the 
primary. Campbell had won 
support from some gays and 
lesbians, including the Hu¬ 
man Rights Campaign Fund. 

Boxer said that voters 
“want someone to shake up 
the Senate.” She promised to 
fight for a national abortion 
rights act and “to be Jesse 
Helms’ worst nightmare.” 

“I promise you I’ll be there 
at 3 in the morning going toe 
to toe to fight (anti-abortion 
Sen.) Jesse Helms to preserve 
a woman’s right to choose,” 
Boxer said. 

In other races, state Sen. 
Milton Marks, 71, easily de¬ 
feated former District Attor¬ 
ney Joe Freitas, 72 percent to 
28 percent. U.S. Rep. Nancy 
Pelosi drew 77,571 votes to 
challenger Marc Wolin’s 
12,259 votes. 

San Francisco voters by a 
nearly 2-1 margin said yes to 
dividing California into two 
states, preferring to be part of

A Queer Rereading of Rause 


by Jonathan Katz 

P erhaps the biggest 
open secret in the 
art world today is 
that the two most 
important living 
American artists were lovers 
for nearly six years. 

Jasper Johns and Robert 
Rauschenberg met in the win¬ 
ter of 1953 and began an emo¬ 
tional and intellectual partner¬ 
ship that transformed the face 
of American painting. Yet 
their intense love affair is still 
rarely mentioned in print and 
never in the company of the 
artists themselves. 

Now, however, as we final¬ 
ly begin to understand the 
eloquence of silence in the 
face of oppression, traces of 
that love have begun to sur¬ 
face. It took a long time to see 
that love bubble up from be¬ 
neath swatches of thick paint 
because we aren’t used to 
white men being silent. In¬ 
deed, we are used to white 
men silencing, and have his¬ 
torically taken the silence of 
others as a sign of complicity. 

Only now are we learning 
how to hear one another’s si¬ 
lences, the differing kinds of 
silences, the silence that is re¬ 
gret, the silence that is re¬ 
fusal, the silence that is anger, 
the silence that is loss. And 
now, barely perceptible, the 
silence that was queer love. 

Eloquent Silence 

The new exhibition of the 


early work of Rober 
Rauschenberg, currently a 
the San Francisco Museum o 
Modern Art, is eloquently 
silent. Consisting of giganti* 
solid black paintings, empty 
boxes, heavy stones, woo< 
blocks and white walls, th< 
gallery feels like a graveyard 

Indeed, the exhibition fea 
tures a number of Rauschen 
berg’s notorious White Paint 
ings, flat white paint on a fla 
white surface, no incident, nc 
brush strokes, no detail. Exe 
cuted in 1951, the White 
Paintings have been interpret 
ed by critics as nihilistic, as £ 
joke, as a Dada gesture, as 
“airports for light and shad 
ow.” 

All this may have an ele¬ 
ment of truth, but I prefer to 
understand them as provoca¬ 
tively, enduringly silent in 
what was certainly the most 
cacophonous period of Amer¬ 
ican art. 

For Rauschenberg’s si¬ 
lence must be understood in 
the context of Jackson Pol¬ 
lock’s rage, de Kooning’s 
slashes and Kline’s ponderous 
portents. They were, after all, 
contemporaries, even col¬ 
leagues. Rauschenberg knew 
them, and admired their 
work. And he was deter¬ 
mined to make an art that 
was in many respects the ex¬ 
act opposite of theirs. 

This was the Age of Ab¬ 
stract Expressionism, when 
giants like Pollock and de 
Kooning stalked the land,

making art out of themselves, 
an art of gesture and violence 
and power. These artists, 
overwhelmingly straight, 
white and male, understood 
their art as a struggle to voice 
the as yet unspoken, that ten¬ 
uous connection between the 
individual, subjective con¬ 
sciousness and the outside 
world. Their art stood for 
speech, an attempt to articu¬ 
late self-presence before the 
void, the triumph of expres¬ 
sion over silence. 

Martial Metaphors 

No wonder they used mar¬ 


tial metaphors to describe the 
act of painting, words like en¬ 
gagement, struggle, victory 
and defeat. Theirs were 
totemic battles with elemen¬ 
tal forces. (Quoth Pollock, “I 
am Nature.”) 

And their victories, 
achieved through remarkable 
self-sacrifice (Pollock, Gorky, 
and Rothko all committed 
suicide), gave us speech, al¬ 
lowed us access to the unspo¬ 
ken, access to the transcen¬ 
dental realm of the uncon¬ 
scious. 

But now, generations re¬ 
moved from this rhetoric, we 


are beginning to notice that 
this “speaking unconscious” 
had a particular audience in 
mind and he (I use the pro¬ 
noun advisedly) looked re¬ 
markably like the artists 
themselves. Increasingly, Ab¬ 
stract Expressionism is begin¬ 
ning to look like straight 
white male art for straight 
white male viewers, its pre¬ 
sumptions to universality and 
transcendence as hollow as its 
claims to intelligibility. 

It is after all one of the 
privileges of authority, of be¬ 
ing an author — particularly a

A rt and politics, as the 
world reminds us daily, 
are inextricably in- 
terwined. Could be 
they’re one and the same func¬ 
tion with different forms, and 
living proof of this is Midgett, 
executive director of the first 
African-American Lesbian 
Gay and Bisexual Conference. 

“My name is Mary Midgett, 
but I never use Mary because 
it’s boring, and I’m not boring,” 
Midgett told the B.A.R. from 
her job at a halfway house 
where women serve incarcera¬ 
tion time with their infants. 
Regarding her art, which 


has been described as “sen¬ 
sually comic lesbo fuck les¬ 
sons,” Midgett says, “I like to 
project sex through movement 
and conversation. It came 
about from doing my work¬ 
shops in sexuality over the last 
seven years, and in doing that, 
I realized that sexuality and 
sensuality can be put into art 
form and can be fun.” 
Midgett’s book, Brown on 
Brown: Black Lesbian Erotica, 
was self-published in 1986, and 
is on sale at Old Wives’ Tales 
for $11.95. 

Real Family Values 

Family is very important to 
Midgett. A schoolteacher for 
24 years and mother of two, 
Midgett is the grandmother of 
six children, ages one through 
eight. After a stint in the 
Women’s Army Corps, she was 
married for 10 years and had a 


woman lover for nine of those 
years. “We didn’t have to do 
sex a lot, my husband and I — 
he was a sports enthusiast,” she 
laughs. 

Midgett started in politics on 
Brady Street at the original 
Women’s Center in 1975 
(“That’s where the girls were”). 
She started speaking with the 
Human Rights Foundation in 
1981. In 1983, she began work¬ 
ing with Bay Area Black Les¬ 
bians and Gays, and she’s been 
politically active in the 
African-American community 
ever since. Midgett has been 
working with the Los Angeles 
African-American Gay and 
Lesbian Forum under Phill 
Wilson for four years. This Oc¬ 
tober’s conference will be held 
in San Francisco. 

“We’ve never had an Afro- 
American conference here in 
San Francisco,” explains

THE GAY FILM FEST is 
the monthly Movieline in¬ 
stallment of “Bad Movies 
We Love.” The June entry is 
Can’t Stop the Music: 
“Gypsy Rose Lee’s kid sister 
tells her son, Steve Gutten- 
berg, ‘It’s your music that’s 
bringing all these talented 
boys together. They ought 
to get down on their knees.’ 
Modeling magnate Tammy 
Grimes sounds like a drag 
queen when she says to 
Bruce Jenner, ‘Fruit of the 
Loom is doing a big ad cam¬ 
paign. Something tells me 
you could really fit into a 
pair of jockey shorts.’ ” We 
still say it’s a lousy, stupid, 
worthless movie, and noth¬ 


ing would make us happier 
than to walk into the Castro 
Theatre June 26 (11:15 p.m.) 
and see Mark Finch sitting 
sadly alone in ignominy, 
munching his popcorn as he 
ponders the disaster he 
wrought.

He was 
very cold and had a razor 
sharp tongue when he was 
drunk, which was often.’ ... 
Another Hollywood insider 
says ... ‘He always went for 
the same type, a young man 
about 19 with blond hair 
and blue eyes, the surfer 
type.’ ” (Wonder if he ever 
swapped notes with Merv 
and Elton John.

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'Lost Language' Debuts in Two Versions This Month 

Speaking to Our Experience

A ny story that ex¬ 
plores gay people 
without condescen¬ 
sion is good news. 
We’re looking to have the 
richness of gay people’s lives 
portrayed. We’re looking for 
homosexuality and gay rela¬ 
tionships to be part of a char¬ 
acter’s experience, rather than 
forming his or her motiva¬ 
tions or pathology or “prob¬ 
lems.” 

In that regard, the 
BBC/PBS joint production of 
The Lost Language of 
Cranes, which screens in two 
different versions this month, 
is good news. 

Based on David Leavitt’s 
best-selling novel of the same 
name, the BBC version, writ¬ 
ten by Sean Mathias and di¬ 
rected by Nigel Finch, pre¬ 
sents an intriguing, delicious¬ 
ly dramatic situation. Philip, 
played by Angus Macfadyen,

is involved in a somewhat tu¬ 
multuous, typical first-love af¬ 
fair with a cynical American 
named Elliot, played by 
Corey Parker. Philip’s father 
teaches at a university; his 
mother is an editor. Moved 
by the great love he feels for 
Elliot, Philip is impelled to 
tell his parents that he is gay. 
Meanwhile, the audience is 
aware that Philip’s father 
Owen, played by Brian Cox, 
has been making Sunday 
trysts to a gay porno theatre. 

Philip is gay; Owen is a 
homosexual. The juxtaposi¬ 
tion of the lives and feelings 
of father and son, their re¬ 
spective senses of themselves, 
is a crucial aspect of the gay 
experience. Here, life in the 
closet is presented in opposi¬ 
tion to self-acceptance (at least 
as far as homosexuality is 
concerned) and liberation. 

General Repugnance 

Then there is the mother, 
Rose, achingly played by 
Eileen Atkins. Rose express¬ 
es a general repugnance re¬ 
garding homosexuality, but 
she is not anxious to hear 
about much of anything at all. 
She survives by keeping se¬ 
crets. 

“Keeping certain secrets 
secret is important to the gen¬ 
eral balance of life,” says she 
— and she has one or two of 
her own. She is not the vil¬ 
lain of the piece, exactly, but 
it is hard to feel real sympa¬ 
thy for her, so constrained is 
she, so rigid. 

Her statement describes 
precisely how this sad, sadly 


typical family operates and 
the source of their pain. 

As Philip and Rose stand 
arguing about the advantages 
and disadvantages of being 
open about one’s homosexual¬ 
ity, they describe alternate 
lives of heartache: for Rose, 
living as a gay person is hope¬ 
less, sad, humiliating; for 
Philip, hiding his true self is 
the real tragedy. Between 
them, though, sits Owen, 
silent, his head in his hands, 
as they exactly describe his 
own dilemma. 

It is Owen’s pain, Finally, 
and Cox’s fine performance, 
which are most compelling in 
this 90-miniite film. In a scene 
at a restaurant, Owen ner¬ 
vously grills his son about ho¬ 
mosexual experience, and late 
one night, drunk, he calls 
Philip’s answering machine to 
reveal his secret but cannot. 
For this man — and for many 
generations who felt they had 
no choice but to remain in the 
closet — homosexuality repre¬ 
sents unfathomable risk and 
loss, sickness and secrecy. 
And punishment. 

Owen’s son’s revelation 
does not cause resentment 
and jealousy; in this story, the 
father is inspired by the son. 
When he is finally honest 
with his wife, it is an act 
filled with ambivalence and 
bravery and love. 

Easy Symbol 

There is a character in the 
novel, Jerene, played in the 
film by Cathy Tyson. Jerene 
is a sociology student, investi¬ 
gating the ways people learn 
and develop language skills; 
she comes upon a case history 
of a little boy who, deprived 
since infancy of virtually any 
human interaction, has 
learned how to communicate 
by watching the enormous 
construction cranes outside 
his window — imitating the 
movement with his arms, 
even copying the sounds of 
the machinery. 

The character of Jerene 
has unfortunately been drasti¬ 
cally reduced by Mathias’ 
screenplay, and consequently, 
the parallel between the little 
boy’s method of survival and 
what the story is saying about 
family dynamics and commu¬ 
nication is quite diminished. 
The cranes have become an 
easy symbol, rather than a 
beautiful one. 

Indeed, there is not much 
beauty in this film. The Lost 
Language of Cranes is put to¬ 
gether well and full of possi¬ 
bilities. The performances are 
fine. Its makers are convinced 
it will be highly controversial. 
The novel, of course, was 
very much informed by Leav¬ 
itt’s privileged New York sen¬ 
sibility, and here, for the film, 
the story reflects a privileged 
London sensibility. 

More than a transference 
of locale was involved, how¬ 
ever: American associates 
WNET have stipulated there 
can be no kissing, no nudity 
between the waist and knees, 
no bad language. Finch shot 
two versions, one for the 
BBC, one for WNET. 

In the December ’91 issue 
of London’s Gay Times, 
David Leavitt says, “I hope 
this is going to be an impor¬ 
tant film for gay people. And 
the BBC has been very open 
and helpful in letting Nigel 
and Sean do whatever they 
needed to do. The real trou¬ 


ble has been with the Ameri¬ 
cans. The real version is def¬ 
initely going to be the British 
one.” 

The unedited British ver¬ 
sion is what San Francisco’s 
International Lesbian and 
Gay Film Festival will be pre¬ 
senting; PBS will present the 
watered-down one (Channel 9, 
June 24, 9 p.m.). 

Wrong Language 

Ironically, what is wrong 
with this film is the language. 
Neither the cinematic lan¬ 
guage of photography and 
editing nor the actual dia¬ 
logue enrich or illuminate the 
ideas of the story. With so 
much insightful being said 
about the nature of families, 
generations, the depth of sex¬ 
ual longing, about what love 
may mean, none of it is said 
in a particularly engaging 
way. Certainly, nothing is 
said in an innovative or pow¬ 
erful way. 

One scene, the best, is a 
confrontation between Rose 
and Philip. She is cold to 
him; he is cruel to her. There 
was some nuance, some ten¬ 
sion, but nothing in Finch’s 
direction or Mathias’ dialogue 
really allowed the coldness, 
the cruelty. 

Similarly, watching Philip 
have sex with a couple of dif¬ 
ferent lovers was not delight¬ 
ful, stimulating, evocative. It 
just was. I do not at all object 
to watching handsome men 
roll around naked, but a cou¬ 
ple of bare butts does not nec¬ 
essarily move the audience. 


(I’m reminded of John 
Schlesinger’s 1971 British film 
Sunday, Bloody Sunday, in 
which showing two men kiss, 
let alone make love, was truly 
scandalous; the sex scene be¬ 
tween actors Murray Head 
and Peter Finch, hardly the 
pretty boys Macfadyen and 
Parker are, splendidly evoked 
the profundity of their intima¬ 
cy, and the awkwardness. In¬ 
terestingly, Schlesinger has a 
bit role in The Lost Lan¬ 
guage of Cranes.) 

Again, it is good news to 
see gay characters whose 
lives do not revolve solely 
around the “problem” of ho¬ 
mosexuality. The Lost Lan¬ 


guage of Cranes, I think, 
speaks truthfully and well to 
many people’s experience; 
they can identify, and identi¬ 
fication is the political fight 
we are presently having with 
Hollywood. So The Lost 
Language of Cranes is a wel¬ 
come contribution to the por¬ 
trayal of gay men and their 
stories. It is also, however, a 
fairly flat film, cautious with 
the risks it does take and, for 
my taste, inelegantly com¬ 
posed. Y

Hollywood Shuffle 

'Mayor of Castro Street' Producers 
Meet With Lesbian/Gay Community

T he co-producers of 
The Mayor of Castro 
Street, Craig Zadan 
and Neil Meron, and 
GLAAD/SF arranged a town 
meeting May 29 at the Wom¬ 
en’s Building to allow the gay 
community to voice its opin-. 
ions and fears on the pro¬ 
posed Warner Bros, project 
whose executive producer, if 
no longer director, is Oliver 
Stone. 

Zadan, Meron and Stone li¬ 
aison Janet Yang waited for 
the assembled audience of ap¬ 
proximately 300 to bring up 
Stone’s name, inextricably 
linked for many in the crowd 
to homophobia on the basis of 
The Doors and JFK; the pro¬ 
ducers hardly wanted to 
make the first move. 

The expected hisses 
flowed forth. One woman 
who worked with Stone on 
the Jim Morrison biopic felt 
particularly betrayed by 
Stone between what he orig¬ 
inally promised and the final 
result. The producers at the 


podium weren’t happy. 

Gus Van Sant is now in 
negotiations to direct The 
Mayor. Since he has yet to 
sign a contract, it didn’t seem 
kosher for him to put in his 
two cents so he didn’t drop 
by, though he was rumored to 
be in town. Even though 
Zadan and Co. stressed that 
Van Sant would be rewriting 
David Franzoni’s script,

which has itself gone through 
a dozen or so incarnations, 
Van Sant would not only put 
his personal stamp on the 
project but would also still be 
accountable, by a “system of 
checks and balances,” as Yang 
put it, to the concerns of May¬ 
or’s original author Randy 
Shilts, Franzoni, Stone, the 
other producers, Warner 
Bros, and us gay people. 

Crowd's Demands 

Sometimes the crowd’s de¬ 
mands were right on, but a 
slew of vigorous testifiers pa¬

raded out innumerable my¬ 
opic agendas like “Don’t ruin 
it by putting lipstick on Anne 
Kronenberg! Don’t femme 
her out!” 

Naturally, “I hope you 
have people of color in¬ 
volved” was expressed, as 
well as “I expect the disabled 
will be on board” and “We 
want gay actors to play major 
parts.” 

To all this and much more, 
the producers nodded contin¬ 
ually like a triumvirate of 
Charlie McCarthys, promising 
attention to community de¬ 
sires and swearing not to 
compromise in presenting the 
truth. 

Not too truthful, of 
course. When someone men¬ 
tioned that “Harvey was not a 
saint” and that “he gave 
blowjobs to old men at the 
Opera” and that he “hoped 
this would be incorporated 
into the project,” the produc¬ 
ers then assured us that this 
would not be part of the 
script — in the interest of “re¬ 
sponsibility” and in order not 
to “give offense.” 

Bob Hawk of the Film 
Arts Foundation got up and 
questioned the appropriate¬ 
ness of art constructed by 
committee — how a large, di¬ 
vergent group could hope to 
produce a valid work of art. 
The crowd didn’t particularly 
want to hear this. 

Hawk also suggested that 
it might not be a bad idea to 
have not just a gay director’s 
vision of the story — Van 
Sant’s The Mayor of Castro 
Street — but also Stephen 
Frears’ The Mayor of Castro 
Street or even, based on the 
sprawling, protean Nashville, 
Robert Altman’s The Mayor 
of Castro Street. 

“If there’s Minnelli’s Lust 
for Life and Altman’s Vin¬ 
cent and Theo and a (Paul) 
Cox Vincent, why not take 
on a variety of visions of Har¬ 
vey Milk?” he asked. Others, 
too, were leery of creativity 
being yoked to politics. 

Producer Challenged 

When Zadan mentioned, in 
between deeming it too early 
to talk about Oscars, how 
much Warner Bros, is back¬ 
ing them and how a trio of 
gay and “out” studio execu¬ 
tives were involved, he was 
challenged. 

SF Chronicle film critic 
Edward Guthmann barked, 
“Namenames! Who are these 
executives?” 

Zadan nervously pegged 
Bob Brassell, Lisa Henson 
and Bruce Berman. 

Some people actually 
didn’t think the project 
should be made — after all a 
gay man dies in the end and 
so what else is new — and ac¬ 
tually preferred boosting 


scripts like the allegedly 
forthcoming one from the 
community’s best friend, Joe 
(Basic Instinct) Eszterhas, in 
which a gay detective is the 
hero, solves the case and 
“lives happily ever after.” The 
mention of Eszterhas, not sur¬ 
prisingly, elicited groans from 
the assembled. 

Out of the woodwork 
came lots of people who 
“knew Harvey well” and even 
“were the last person to speak 
to him alive!” These keepers 
of the flame ranted on about 
“succession” (referring to

supervisor if he should die 
unexpectedly), as if the Hous¬ 
es of Stuart or Tudor were at 
stake. The mob was gleeful 
that Dianne Feinstein, who 
fired Harvey’s staff after the 
shootings but preserved intact 
Dan White’s, will not be treat¬ 
ed too gingerly in the final 
script. 

Resistance to Robin 

The biggest surprise of the 
evening, bowling over the 
producers and knocking even 
many of the gay journalists in 
attendance for a loop, was the 
intense resistance to Robin 
Williams as Harvey Milk. 
Voice after voice railed 
against the comedian/actor for 
his continual homophobic car¬ 
icatures, the most recent egre¬ 
gious example being on John¬ 
ny Carson’s penultimate 
Tonight Show. 

Tom Hulce was invoked as 
a viable alternative, the added 
factors of his being gay and 
out definitely sweetening the 
pot. Dustin Hoffman was ve¬ 
toed as being “too old” while 
Ron Silver “had no sense of 
humor.” 

This writer found the vili¬ 
fication of Robin Williams too 
aggressively beside the point. 
The effeminate swishings of 
comedians have been part of 
a viable tradition going back 
to at least Eddie Cantor 
through Milton Berle and up 
to our present-day Billy 


Crystal and Williams. 

One could make the case 
that they help to break down 
for straight America the in¬ 
flexible idea of “what is a 
man.” Certainly Williams has 
never failed to take Bush, 
Helms, the NEA, and govern¬ 
ment AIDS research neglect 
to task during his various 
public appearances and com¬ 
edy routines. 

I’m more worried about 
Stone’s and Van Sant’s in¬ 
volvement. Someone joked 
that “Harvey will wind up 
pursuing two hustlers to Port¬ 
land.” And I felt it was 
smarmy of Zadan to invoke 
Vito Russo’s deathbed bless¬ 
ing on this project, especially 
Vito’s supposed approval of 
Oliver Stone and Robin 
Williams. Zadan used this as 
a balm to quell our fears — if 
Russo could approve, why 
don’t you all just calm down? 
But as a friend of Russo’s 
pointed out, the gay film his¬ 
torian didn’t live to see JFK 
and might not have been so 
happy about Stone if he had. 

Welcome Tirade 

Zadan got himself into 
more hot water when he in¬ 
formed the crowd “that it was 
a privilege to sit down with 
Williams.” David Robinson, 
the most eloquent, articulate 
and impassioned speaker the 
whole evening, set off a wel¬ 
come tirade about “how this 
was the easiest movie in the 
world for Hollywood, Warn¬ 
ers and Stone to make, to em¬ 
brace. Being about a gay 
martyr — a man who dies in 
the end. This is no great act 
of courage to shove down 
America’s throats. And speak¬ 
ing of ‘privilege,’ it’s a privi¬ 
lege for Robin Williams to be 
i n this movie, to be involved 
in hopefully first and fore¬ 
most a gay project. 

“We know all the lines 
these straight actors use when 
portraying fags — how he’ll 
have to delve down deep to 
call up that feminine side of 
himself. We’re sick to death 
of all this bullshit. Why can’t 
a gay actor play a gay man? 
This project can be made 
without a megastar like 
Williams.” 

The stunned trio of Zadan, 
Meron and Yang could only 
smile and, once more, nod 
vigorously in agreement. 

But really, after all, they 
could also feel that they were 
off the hook. The crowd was 
more receptive than not. And 
it was gracious of the produc¬ 
ers to suggest this forum to 
inquire into the community’s 
desires and apprehensions. 
Warners wouldn’t have done 
it — and probably not Oliver 
Stone. ▼

Since Stonewall 

various directors; Picture Start 

The nondescript title of this collection of 10 short gay- 
male-themed films reflects both its shortcomings and its 
virtues: there's no particular curatorial vision here (hence 
the need for so broad an appellation as Since Stonewall), 
but cast a wide thematic net, I guess, and something 

good just might turn up. The entries 
here range from the frivolous 
(Queerdom, the animated tale of a 
man who wakes up gay; 976-, 

David Weissman's "ad” for a gossip 
phone line) to the politically astute 
(Final Solutions, Jerry Tartaglia's 
meditation on AIDS, homosexuality 
and society; Triangle, an animation 
that reviews the transition from the 
Weimar to the Nazi era in Germany). 

Also worked into the mix are The 
Discipline of DE, Gus Van Sant's 
rendition of William S. Burroughs' 
droll plan to maximize human effi¬ 
ciency; Which Is Scary, Paula Gau¬ 
thier's multinarrated glimpses into gay male life; Weiss¬ 
man's Song From an Angel, in which Rodney Price lets 
loose with some life-affirming gallows humor; and 
Tartaglia's angry, poignant A.I.D.S.C.R.E.A.M. All of 
the above are engaging and occasionally inventive. The 
only dogs are the aspiring-to-camp Anton and Bust-Up, 
which makes 60 out of Since Stonewall's 78 minutes 
worth a look. Reasonably priced at $29.95, it is available 
from Picture Start at 1-800-528-8273. 

Parting Glances

Parting Glances remains for me the second-best (after 
Artie Bressan's Buddies) AIDS feature ever made. First 
Run recently rereleased the video version of the film, 
which revolves around two mid- '80s NY guppies and 
the AIDS patient ex-lover of one of them, who's played 
with gusto by Steve Buscemi. One to consider for the 
collection.

Friends Forever

Also with a new distributor is Friends Forever, the 
late Danish director Stefan Henszelman's upbeat tale 
about 16-year-old Kristian, who's trying to find his niche 
after moving to a new school. The film finally kicks into 
gear after an hour or so when Kristian's pal Patrick an¬ 
nounces (via a kiss from a hunky soccer player) that he's 
gay. Doggedly uncinematic, Friends Forever alternately 
charms (the boys are adorable) and enervates (they don't 
do much of interest besides "be boys") as it lopes its way 
to its anti-authoritarian conclusion, an out-of-the-blue 
musical extravaganza. A little plodding for my tastes, but 
it has enjoyed much popularity with SF gay audiences.

Pic centers on a "mar¬ 
ried" couple (five-plus 
monogamous years, no 
less) who fret that a 
lovelorn buddy can't 
know the bliss — sexual 
and otherwise — that is 
theirs. The buddy finds 
another guy who is at¬ 
tracted to him, but the 
latter is still hooked on a 
lover who is always try¬ 
ing to force the guy into 
three-ways (with the old 
"if you really loved me, you'd do it" routine). 

But True strictly pooh-poohs tomcatting around, and 
a pressure-relieving tryst leaves the lovelorn one sated 
but feeling decidedly "empty." (His trick's in-the-heat-of- 
passion splatting of his condom against the wall as he 
hurriedly exits Lovelorn's bum just might become the 
rage in gay bedrooms across the nation — and boost the 
fortunes of spray cleaner manufacturers in the process.) 

The lovers have their only spat over how best to deal 
with their buddy's post-coital depression. Says one to 
the other, "You're so insensitive. ... Not everything in life 
is solved with a dick, you know. Danny's hurting and 
he's in love." Meanwhile, Mr. Forced-Into-a-Tragic- 
Three-Way sits at home muttering to himself, "Why 
does this always happen to me?" (Because you're a clas¬ 
sic "co-," honey.) Steel leaves the romance of the two 
would-be monogamoids up in the air, so to speak,with a 
cliffhanger series of phone calls, so we'll have to wait 
until the inevitable True 2 (or will it be Too True?) to see 
if love wins out in the end.

T his month, the first na¬ 
tionally broadcast, regu¬ 
larly scheduled network 
gay and lesbian televi¬ 
sion show, In the Life, will 
debut on some PBS stations in 
major U.S. cities, including San 
Francisco’s KQED (on June 23 
at 11:30 p.m.). The initial show 
— planned to coincide with Gay 
and Lesbian Pride Month — 
will be a special, but In the Life 
expects to begin regular produc¬ 
tion for the fall TV season. 

The June program, taped 
before a live audience at the 
Times Square Studios in New 
York City May 30, features a les¬ 
bian dramatic comedy troupe, 
Five Lesbian Brothers; dancer 
Amy Pivar; performance artist 
and countertenor John Kelly; 
the New York City Gay Men’s 
Chorus; and the Lavendar Light 
Gospel Choir. Lesbian comic 
Kate Clinton will host the series. 

“Many program directors in 
the markets we are trying to get 
into feel a little more obligated 
to at least look at gay stuff dur¬ 
ing Gay Pride Month,” said Ex¬ 
ecutive Producer John Scagliot- 
ti. “That’s the strategy?’ Scagliot- 
ti’s production credits include 
the lesbian and gay documen¬ 
tary Before Stonewall. 

In the Life’s second install¬ 
ment will be taped in Septem¬ 
ber for airing in October, and 
after that, it will be produced 
monthly. 

Others involved in the show 
include David Friedman, music 
conductor and arranger for 


Disney’s Beauty and the Beast, 
and Terry Leong, set designer, 
whose work has appeared on 
Saturday Night Live and Late 
Night With David Letterman. 

Great Leap Forward 

Given the enormous in¬ 
fluence of television, if the show 
is picked up widely, it could 
mean a great leap forward in 
improving the image of gay 
men and lesbians in society: “In 
the Life will be one of the most 
important means of furthering 
gay and lesbian rights and 
visibility in this decade,” said 
New York’s Mayor David 
Dinkins. 

In the Life is being financial¬ 
ly structured so as to both keep 
it independent and ensure its 


survival. Viewers can help sup¬ 
port the series by becoming 
members of In the Life for a $50 
annual contribution. Members 
will receive 12 issues of In the 
Life’s entertainment magazine 
and an In the Life member’s 
card good for discounts at sup¬ 
portive businesses nationwide. 
Call (212) 255-6012 or write to In 
the Life/ Media Network, 39 
West 14th St. #402, New York, 
NY 10011 for further informa¬ 
tion.

Hittite Empire's 'River: I Don't Trust Them Anymore' 

Collective Mixes Art, Issues

T he Hittite Empire is a 
performance collec¬ 
tive from LA with a 
core of 10 black the¬ 
atre and performance artists. 
They have a reputation as an 
emerging black troupe, the 
kind to watch because of how 
they effectively mix art with 
four-alarm social issues as in 
their send-up companion 
piece on the male side of the 
coin, For Black Boys Who 
Have Considered Homicide 
When the Streets Were Too 
Much. Typically, their work 
is both edifying and thought- 
provoking, and their text- 
based performances speak as 
frankly to white as to black 
audiences. 

Given the boiling-over 
maelstrom of tensions stoked 
over the years by the not-so- 
New Right, whatever this 
group has to say through 
their dynamite poetics and 
theatre, after the recent LA ri¬ 
ots, is especially critical and 
loaded. They provide a street 
education aesthetically height¬ 


ened by personal and digni¬ 
fied shifting narrative vi¬ 
gnettes. 

Take for instance their ob¬ 
servation that pretty soon 
American black men will 
need escorts to travel beyond 
arbitrarily set boundaries or 
suffer physical violence from 
a misguided and oppressively 
fearful “dominant” culture. 

This sadly astute observa¬ 
tion is contextualized within 
the voice of the perpetually 
hated “other” signified by the 
larger culture, but performed 
by this group from many dif¬ 
ferent angles. Their current 
work specifically explores 
new methods attempting to 
end violence among black 
men in the African-American 
community, men who have to 
deal with internalizations like 
these which have always been 
projected onto them. 

Provocative Assessments 

Hittite Empire’s provoca¬ 
tive assessments of our cur¬ 
rent social landscape 
streamed over their audience 
during their recent perfor¬ 


mance of River: I Don’t Trust 
Them Anymore at The Lab 
on May 23. Their watchlists 
of the near future were fast- 
and-furious strategic post¬ 
modern recalls on history. 
Personal stories, Greek and 
African mythologies, and af¬ 
fected, self-reflexive voguing 
about performance art were 
all devices used to scramble 
together black culture battle 
stories. They show there’s al¬ 
ways been a war going on for 
them in this country, but it’s 
getting more pitched, polar¬ 
ized, overgeneralized and 
hateful. 

The notion of escort made 
me think of Nazi stories 
where entire villages were 
slowly decimated as the po¬ 
lice state rounded up each mi¬ 
nority, eliminating them one 
by one when nobody spoke 
up for them — the other. “Cov¬ 
ering,” escorting and witness¬ 
ing each other have unfortu¬ 
nately become necessary 
strategies again. 

Joel Talbert and Keith An¬ 
tar Mason, as stunning 
spokesmen, offered even bet¬ 


ter examples of undoing bat¬ 
tle — or refusing to fight. 
Commenting that “democracy 
is the white man’s burden, so 
fight your own war,” they 
make sense by showing how 
black men have historically 
been enlisted in wars to main¬ 
tain systems which in turn 
severely oppress them. They 
make sense telling stories of 
half-beaten half-brothers in 
fractured black families. They 
make sense using the death of 
a hero in a Greek myth to re¬ 
cycle attitudes about the emp¬ 
ty valor of someone else’s 
war. 


In the land of “opportuni¬ 
ty,” America democratizes 
material inequality while 
trumping the myth of meri¬ 
tocracy. As others have noted, 
things like the S&L scam are 
really about socializing losses 
while privatizing gains. Hit¬ 
tite Empire taps into black 
cycles of disenfranchisement 
and mystification to tell truth¬ 
ful tales about the self with 
the power of reidentification 
within its own social body. 
They propose a highly critical 
form of self-reliance — new 
definitions which incite 
change. ▼

G eorge Birimisa’s new 
play, The Man With 
Straight Hair, raises 
a voice against a par¬ 
ticularly hazy and muted peri¬ 
od in gay history. The staged 
reading of this work at Josie’s 
Cabaret and Juice Joint on 
May 17 dealt with the cir¬ 
cuitous sexual politics of two 
men coupled in New York 
City during the days just after 
World War II when Cold War 
McCarthyism hit. 

There are many inside-out¬ 
side posturings evident in this 
work which are fascinating. 
Innuendo and a lingo which is 
mildly askew highlight how 
the new mass culture insidi¬ 
ously drew the outline of its 
own underbelly — the notion 
of subculture defined by a 
grand Commie witch hunt. 
Depictions of gays from this 
period until very recently 
were suicidally nelly. But in 
this play, that’s accompani¬ 
ment or background noise for 
the main characters’ own 
workings toward, or against, 
a homosexual, gay and queer 
identity. In terms of episte¬ 
mology and in the interest of 
language, each of these tags 
were in steady and 
surreptitious circulation 
throughout the period and 
didn’t hit gay “popular” cul¬ 
ture until much later. 

Revoltingly Familiar 

Some of the issues of the 
period which Birimisa ex¬ 
plores include homophobia, 
anti-intellectualism, gender 
polarization, fascism, xeno¬ 
phobia, unemployment, abor¬ 
tion, and aesthetic and bodily 
freedom. It all sounds revolt¬ 
ingly too familiar. It’s like 
turning on the news to find 


that the sexual, cultural and 
computer revolutions, or even 
the New Deal which eventu¬ 
ally meshed us into a global 
village, haven’t led to much 
humane and social better¬ 
ment in the long run. The 
early ’50s is an overcast mir¬ 
ror image in many frighten¬ 
ing ways. 

Critically, the work chal¬ 
lenges simplifications and 
gimmicky genre tropes you 
usually get in a revisionist 
play, where the past gets cast 
as some form of the present 
in drag. Birimisa seems au¬ 
thentic to a fault about how 
things probably were during 
the time of his own coming 
out then. 

What’s interesting is specif¬ 
ically how the lead women 
(straight characters) made in¬ 
roads far ahead of the lead 
men (bent, veering toward 
gay characters) in terms of 
their equally spirited coupling 
tactics and self-integrity. 
Their compassion and resis¬ 
tance to proscriptions about 


their bodies provided role 
models for the man yearning 
for clarity and sense of place¬ 
ment in the larger world. 
John Hogan and Darlene Ross 
stole the show from the mo¬ 
ment they appeared onstage 
in their roles of brother and 
sister, and they looked like 
they were honestly having 
fun. 

Straight hair is the 
metaphor for those easily 
baited into not-so-temporary 
exterior disguises, detachable 
and simulated cultural fa¬ 
cades (like axle grease in an 
old queen’s toupee), and the 
huge psychological costs these 
enactments have always ex¬ 
acted. Birimisa’s current work 
is richly textured and uncov¬ 
ers an interesting piece of his¬ 
tory that helps us with our 
own. ▼

possesses a joy of the nonsen¬ 
sical that recalls the cult of 
British dandyism, combined 
with a more continental sen¬ 
suality and an American, dis¬ 
jointed wackiness. 

Back inside the rehearsal, 
Steele directs: “You’re sitting 
the same way, and there’s 
hardly any light, but y’all are 
communicating through 
these mirrors.... They’re sort 
of your visual walkie-talkies. 


Let’s see how that goes.” I 
sneak out, recalling Salome’s 
words: “I have kissed thy 
mouth, Jokanaan,” a modern- 
day thief in a garden of 
earthly delights. ▼

I f I didn’t know better, 
I’d have thought I wan¬ 
dered into the Helen 
Keller Ward of Bellevue 
rather than a rehearsal for 
Henry Steele’s nifty new 
play, Herodiadne. The ac¬ 
tors are receiving last-minute 
voice instruction from 
speech coach Karen Row¬ 
land, and they sprawl 
around on white boxes in the 
weirdly angular space of pho¬ 
tographer V. Fronczeck’s stu¬ 
dio, massaging their glottal 
stops — “He, he, he, him, him, 
him, heeee,” they intone — 
while the photographer’s or¬ 
ange tabby paws at the intan¬ 
gible world she sees beneath 
her through a pyramidal sky¬ 
light. 

“I’ve changed the end,” 
Steele says, whizzing past to 
adjust the lights. “Wait, wait 
a minute, what have I 
missed?“ chimes in actress 
Jean Mullis, concentrating on 
her M’s. She plays the acer¬ 
bic nurse to Tracey Hughes’ 
impetuous Herodiadne and 
Robert Molossi’s hunky Jean- 
Baptiste. 

Henry Steele has been act¬ 
ing and writing in the Bay 
Area for the past eight years. 
He came here after an acting 
stint in Savannah, Ga., where 
he originally went to teach 
after finishing his master’s in 
comparative literature at 
Yale. He has worked exten¬ 
sively with the Dude The¬ 
atre, Soon 3 and many other 
local theatre companies. His 
last play, May Day, was 
about Charles Manson, and 
he recently received a Cali¬ 
fornia Arts Commission 
grant for his work. 

Charming Conglomera¬ 
tion 

Herodiadne is a charming 
conglomeration of impossibil¬ 
ities and imagination. It’s set 
in a kind of in-between time, 
somewhere after ancient and 
in medias res of Judeo-Chris- 
tian. A young Herodias, 
princess of Judea (Herodi¬ 
adne in the play), the future 
mother of Salome, wills her¬ 
self several centuries into the 
future. She drags with her a

servant-nurse and, unwitting¬ 
ly, her daughter-to-be’s future 
nemesis, John the Baptist, on 
whom she develops an obses¬ 
sive crush. The drama is 
played out in a tiny room of 
a tower lost in the middle of 
a desert. 

Herodiadne is an amalga¬ 
mation of Herodias and Ari¬ 
adne. “She’s really a spoiled 
brat... it’s like she’s sitting on 
the Isle of Naxos, and the 
women of Naxos come up to 
her and say, Ariadne, you’ve 
got to stop crying. We’re go¬ 
ing to take you to our sup¬ 
port group, and you’re going 
to visualize your power and 
visualize your way out of this 
depression.’ ... Strauss’ opera 
comes closest to the sexual 
hysteria of it,” says play¬ 
wright Steele. 

The play was inspired by 
Stephen Mallarme’s Les No- 
ces d’Herodiade, which the 
poet worked on for 40 years. 
Like Steele’s play, it’s a trip¬ 
tych consisting of the nurse’s 
monologue, a dialogue be¬ 
tween Herodiadne and her 
nurse, and the head of John 
the Baptist talking on its sil¬ 
ver platter. The three parts 
of Steele’s play are called 
The Tower (currently in pro¬ 
duction), The Moon and The 
Name. The remaining two 
parts will be produced at a 
later date, and all three are 
supposed to function inde¬ 
pendently of one another. 

Steele began his play two 


years ago when he was ap¬ 
proached by friends who 
wanted to do an evening of 
short operas. “It’s not so 
much about history as the 
ways in which these charac¬ 
ters have been perceived in 
art, because there’s virtually 
no historical context for 
Herodias. She’s mentioned in 
the Bible only once. During 
the symbolist period, you had 
people like Klimt and Rosset¬ 
ti, and of course, Oscar Wilde 
had a great fascination with 
the story.” 

In many ways, Herodi¬ 
adne is like a contemporary 
Salome. It’s filled with 
Wildean wit and banter. We 
hear, for example, the female 
characters’ verbal joust: 

Herodiadne: I want to 
know everything. 

Nurse: Why? 

Herodiadne: So I can for¬ 
get it. 

Invigorating Directness 

Steele’s compassion for 
women enlivens the play. He 
says, “I think women are so 
much more emotionally di¬ 
rect than men, so much less, 
sort of, obfuscated, and I 
guess the obfuscation of the 
way men operate is very in¬ 
teresting on another level, 
but I find women’s directness 
really invigorating.” 

Herodiadne is linguistical¬ 
ly lush and hedonistic in a 
distinctly postmodern way. It

Midgett. “People of color, yes, 
but not African American. 
And there’s never been a con¬ 
ference that’s going to open up 
one day for all other ethnic 
groups. The reason for me do¬ 
ing this is that I’ve lived and 
worked in the community for 
the last 16 years and discovered 
that there are many people 
other than African Americans 
who are supportive of my peo* 
pie.” The theme of that last day 
will be “Where Do We Go 
From Here.”

Toshi Gets 'Em Stomping

H olly Near, Ronnie 
Gilbert, Romanov- 
sky and Phillips, 
Toshi Reagon and 
Guardabarranco graced the 
stage of Calvin Simmons The¬ 
ater in Oakland May 30 for 
the final night of the 1992 
Redwood Music Festival. 

Reagon, the lesbian daugh¬ 
ter of Bernice Johnson 
Reagon of Sweet Honey and 
the Rock fame, had the crowd 
clapping, stomping and 
singing aloud to her funky 
style of blues, rock, reggae 
and folk, which alternates be¬ 
tween political imperative 
and soul-searching devotion. 
Her locks flying, the beat 
pounding, one could hear 
echoes of Sweet Honey in the 
modem styles of Toshi’s mu¬ 
sic. 

“No matter how hard it 
gets I always rise/ Being 
thankful for my strength and 
courage to survive. No matter 
what the crisis is/ I’m going to 
be there,” she proclaimed. 

Since the release of her 
first album Justice, Reagon 
has evolved into a more 
bluesy singing style and di¬ 
verse repertoire. She expects 
to release a second album this 
fall. 

Romanovsky and Phillips’ 
upbeat humor and wacky an¬ 
tics were a noticeable change 
of pace after Reagon’s intensi¬ 
ty. The two immediately 
launched into a farcical piece 
about coming out: 

“Why are we so clueless, 



why are we so slow/ When it 
comes to being gay, why are 
we the last ones to know?” 

The duo’s performance 
flowed from the lighthearted 
to the subdued and serious. 
They left the crowd calling 
for more. 

Guardabarranco, a Nicar¬ 
aguan brother and sister 
team, followed Romanovsky 
and Phillips. The siblings’ 
passionate and eloquent 
melodies entranced the audi¬ 


ence. Their two albums, Si 
Buscaras and Dias de Amar, 
are produced by Redwood 
Records. 

Old-Timers Reunite 

Finally, Holly Near and 
Ronnie Gilbert reunited on¬ 
stage for some old-time, rous¬ 
ing songs about politics, op¬ 
pression and solidarity. Near 
has recorded 15 albums and is 
the founder of Redwood 
Records. Gilbert, who has 
been entertaining since her 
involvement with the 
Weavers in the 1950s, shared 
some of her work-in-progress, 
The Most Dangerous Woman 
in America, a one-woman 
show about labor agitator 
Mother Jones. 

The eclectic mix of styles 
onstage Saturday night was 
only a part of a weekend that 
included performances by Di- 
ata! Diata!, an all-female 
drum, dance and song ensem¬ 
ble; folk legend Odetta; and 
Geraldine Barney, Native 
American flute player, gui¬ 
tarist, and songwriter. 

During the day on Satur¬ 
day, the performers shared 
their talents and skills, and 
lent their advice in communi¬ 
ty workshops on drumming, 
dancing, songwriting, creating 
a performance style and vocal 
critique. Odetta and Toshi 
Reagon participated in a mov¬ 
ing conversation “happening” 
about life, passion and inspi¬ 
ration that flowed between 
discussion and soulful song 
that better expressed their 
feelings. ▼

Short Cut to 
Understanding

T he San Francisco 
Opera will cap their 
adventurous Pacific 
Rim cultural ex¬ 
change program, inaugurated 
in 1987 and bolstered with 
some $200,000 in January of 
this year, with a full-scale con¬ 
cert at the War Memorial 
Opera House on Sunday, June 
7, at 8 p.m. 

The “Pacific Voices” Gala 
will feature 22 especially tal¬ 
ented young singers chosen 
from auditions in 10 Pacific 
Rim cities: Auckland, Hong 
Kong, Mexico City, Pago 
Pago, Seoul, Shanghai, St. 
Petersburg, Sydney, Taipei 
and Tokyo. The performance 
with the San Francisco Opera 
Orchestra, conducted by 
Opera Center Music Director 
Patrick Summers, will in¬ 
clude solo and choral pieces, 
as well as traditional Chinese 
and Maori songs. 

Some of the cities are 
barely “Pacific Rim” — and 
the tone of the undertaking 
may seem subtly paternalistic 
but a closer look at the gen¬ 
esis of the project reveals a 
carefully planned bridge be¬ 
tween cultures and countries. 

Significant Events 

The chronology of San 
Francisco Opera Center’s Pa¬ 
cific Rim activities began in 
1980 when the late Kurt Her : 
bert Adler (then general direc¬ 
tor of the SF Opera) taught' 
and conducted at the Shang¬ 
hai Conservatory of Music. In 
1981 that conservatory’s pro¬ 
fessor Richard Zhang partici¬ 
pated in the Merola Opera 
Program at Adler’s invitation. 
After the horrors of the Cul¬ 
tural Revolution and the at¬ 
tendant shunning of Western 
culture, the significance of 
these events was remarkable. 

Six years later Mayor Di¬ 
anne Feinstein nominated SF 
Opera Center’s Western 
Opera Theatre to represent 
San Francisco in United Air¬ 
lines’ Royal Pacific Exchange 
Program. They became the 
first American opera compa¬ 
ny to perform in the People’s 
Republic of China. 

Kurt Adler’s successor, 
Terence McEwen, formalized 
the relationship between 
SFOC and the Shanghai Con¬ 
servatory, and by 1988, con¬ 
ductor Patrick Summers was 
preparing the first production 
of Puccini’s Tosca given in 
China. In 1989 the Opera Cen¬ 
ter began work with musi¬ 
cians and singers in Japan, ul¬ 
timately collaborating on a 
performance of the Brescia 
edition of Madama Butterfly. 


Entering the ’90s, Opera 
Center baritone Leroy Vil¬ 
lanueva assisted in preparing 
the Zhou Xiao Yen Opera 
Center’s production of Don 
Pasquale. From there Opera 
Center singers returned to 
Guam and Saipan and also 
performed in Pohnpei in the 
Federated States of Microne¬ 
sia. That year the Merola Pro¬ 
gram welcomed its first 
Japanese singers under the 
special exchange program. 
1991 boasted collaborative ef¬ 
forts in Japan, China and 
Guam. 

January of 1992 brought 
the thrilling program full cir¬ 
cle with the international au¬ 
ditions and the series of mas-

ter classes that began in May 
and now culminate in the 
gala concert. 

Support From the Stars 

Legendary stars such as 
Placido Domingo, Regine 
Crespin, Frederika von Stade, 
Marilyn Horne and Joan 
Sutherland have enthusiasti¬ 
cally lent support to the Pacif¬ 
ic Voices exchange program. 
The intensive two-week 
coaching sessions will spring¬ 
board sopranos from New 
Zealand, tenors from Mexico, 
baritones from China, a bass 
from Samoa, among many 
others, to international atten¬ 
tion. 

Small wonder that Chris¬ 
tine Bullin, director of San 
Francisco Opera Center, 
should counter worries that 
the project fosters Western 
cultural dominance with ob¬ 
servations on the Pacific melt¬ 
ing-pot atmosphere of San 
Francisco. Funds are drawn 
from “new money, not Opera 
money,” from corporations 
doing business around the Pa¬ 
cific Rim. Bullin adds, “Once 
you have experienced the en¬ 
ergetic spirit of the Pacific 
with an open heart, you can

“the orb" creates music to help you forget 
the George Bushes, Frankjordans, 

Daryl Gateses and Louis Sullivans 
of the world — if only for a moment

M uch has been 
made of the use 
of samples in mu¬ 
sic, with questions 
such as “Is the use of samples 
creative?” and “If the sample is 
not credited, is it theft?” 

The orb (my apologies to 
literary purists, but most of¬ 
ten the name of this fluctuat¬ 
ing group of musicians is in 
lower case) weighs into this 
argument by variously credit¬ 
ing the artist sampled in the 
piece (Minnie Riperton), 
thanking the artist in the liner 
notes (Rickie Lee Jones) and 
sometimes not crediting the 
sample at all (usually because 
it’s too obscure). 

In the musical world of the 
orb, Minnie Riperton and 
Rickie Lee Jones cohabit with 
Pink Floyd, Tangerine 
Dream, Gong, Gregorian 
chant and the recitation of 
the Qu’ran. 

Alex Paterson and Thrash 
(of Fortran 5) compose the 
core of the orb; Steve Hillage 
and Miquette Giraudy (both 
from ex-Gong incarnations), 
Jim Cauty (KLF) and Youth 
(Killing Joke) hover about the 
mantle. Samples from various 
sources (Riperton and Jones 
among them) drift about the 
surface like islands on the 
continental shelf. 

The obscure samples often 
come from humorous sources. 
In “back side of the moon 
(tranquility lunar orbit),” from 
peel sessions, samples of as¬ 
tronauts (“tranquility base 
Houston, you are cleared for 
take off’) precede Slim Pick¬ 
ens riding the atomic bomb in 
Dr. Strangelove (“Yahoooo”). 

From the Qu'ran to Disco 

In “a huge ever growing 
pulsating brain that rules 
from the centre of the ultra¬ 
world (loving you)” (also from 
peel sessions), the recitation 
of the Qu’ran (aka the Ko¬ 
ran) by a religious brother¬ 
hood in Algeria is followed 
by lyrics from a ’70s sleazy 
jazz/disco song (“Oh my gosh! 
The music just turns me on!”), 
and thus the orb enters the 
realm of Salman Rushdie. 

(An ironic ripple in this hu¬ 
morous current: the Qu’ran

A Lesson in Physics 

The orb’s music has been 
burdened with the moniker 
“ambient house,” which would 
(unfortunately) give most lis¬ 
teners two reasons to hate it. 

Of course this, like most 
everything, boils down to 
high school physics (you 
know: “every action has an 
equal and opposite reaction”). 
Therefore, what you hate 
about house cancels out what 
you hate about ambient, and 
vice versa (i.e., it doesn’t just 
go thud, thud, thud or drone, 
drone, drone). 

Also, the use of rock mate¬ 
rial (samples from Pink 
Floyd, and inclusion of musi¬ 
cians from Killing Joke, the 
Jam (KLF), and Gong) will 
mollify those listeners who 
are dissatisfied with house 
and want inclusion of rock. 
The connection of the orb (or 
at least Alex Paterson) with 
ambient music cannot be to¬ 
tally discounted, however. 

Aside from his stint at 
E.G. records, Alex (with Jim 
Cauty) started the “Chill Out” 
room at the “Land of Oz” 
club upstairs in London’s gay 
disco Heaven, where they 
played the likes of Eno and 
Kraftwerk mixed with animal 
sounds and tribal chants. 

More Cooks the Better 

If you are to purchase only 
one work by the orb, let it be 
aubrey mixes: the ultraworld 
excursions. This piece fea¬ 
tures remixes by Pal Joey, 
Steve Hillage, Youth, Ready 
Made and the orb. 

It seems that the more 
cooks there are for this type 
of music, the better. Aubrey 
mixes is somehow more 
trancelike and more dance- 
oriented at the same time 
(this is the work that includes 
Gregorian chants — mixed 
with car crashes). 

If aubrey mixes is unavail¬ 
able (Caroline is an import 
distributor, and not all stores 
carry their product), get peel 
sessions. This work has the 
version of “a huge ever grow¬ 
ing...” with Pink Floyd’s B-F- 
GF guitar introduction from 
“Shine on You Crazy Dia¬ 
mond” as a sample (allusions 
to Pink Floyd are rampant 
with the orb — both aubrey 
mixes and adventures be¬ 
yond the ultraworld have pic¬ 
tures of the London power 
plant featured on the cover of 
Pink Floyd’s Animals). 

Perpetual dawn and little 
fluffy clouds (the cut with 
Rickie Lee Jones’ voice) are 
both CD singles that contain 
multiple versions of each 
song, plus one additional 
track. Perpetual dawn has

straight, white, male one — to 
naturalize your subjective 
states as universal themes. 
These dribbles, dabs and 
splats seem increasingly less 
like indices of passion, and in¬ 
creasingly more like traces of 
power. 

Indeed, it was something of 
a problem in muscular, post¬ 
war America to work with you 
wrist, as painters do, so these 
guys abandoned the wrist in 
favor of the arm and biceps 
and thus we have all those pic¬ 
tures of Pollock tossing paint 
from his stick onto a supine 
canvas in what is really paint¬ 
ing as extended orgasm. 

How could the young, 
queer Rauschenberg paint 
among such men? They had 
taken a drab artists’ bar in 
Manhattan, the Cedar Bar, and 
converted it into an image of 
the Wild West that never was, 
complete with drunken 
brawls, fights over women and 
boastful claims of sexual 


could he paint a self that he 
knew to be queer? What does 
a painting that speaks of the 
closet, of a hidden identity, 
look like? 

Erasing de Kooning 

I think it probably looks a 
lot like Rauschenberg’s famed 
Erased de Kooning drawing, 
which is essentially a blank

De Kooning reportedly 
picked a complex, well-worked 
drawing to make the task as 
difficult as possible. Nonethe¬ 
less, Rauschenberg succeeded 
in erasing it and the critics 
went wild. Most have 
subsequently characterized 
Erased de Kooning as an 
Oedipal gesture, a nasty bit of 
satire, or as old-fashioned ni¬ 
hilism. 

I think it’s very curious, 
though, that this bold state¬ 
ment of generational succes¬ 
sion should be couched not in 
the form of a manifesto or 
some similar positive state¬ 
ment of identity, but rather in 
the form of an erasure, an ab¬ 
sence. It is as if Rauschen¬ 
berg’s assertion of selfhood 
could only be presented as the 
negation of macho Abstract 
Expressionist identity, not as 
an alternative co-equal form. 

Around this time in 
Rauschenberg’s life he was 
coming to terms with his sexu¬ 
ality. He had met the artist Cy 
Twombly in New York in 
1951, and by July, both were 
enrolled at Black Mountain 
College in North Carolina. 
Rauschenberg had attended 
the college before, but this 
time with Cy he went without 
his wife, the artist Susan Weil. 

At Black Mountain, 
Rauschenberg struck up a 


prowess. 

Rauschenberg hung out at 
the Cedar and admired these 
artists’ work, but this was sure¬ 
ly not the kind of artist he 
wanted to be — or could be. In¬ 
deed, how, in the early ’50s,

friendship with the composer 
John Cage and his lover, the 
choreographer Merce Cunning¬ 
ham, friendships that continue 
to this day. The SFMOMA ex¬ 
hibition includes some remark¬ 
able photos of Cage, Cunning¬ 
ham and especially Twombly 
dating from around this peri¬ 
od. 

The following year 
Rauschenberg and Twombly 
sailed to Europe together, and 
Rauschenberg divorced his 
wife around the same time. 
Later that year, he traveled to 
North Africa and lived in 
Tangiers, a city notorious for 
the welcome it gave gay travel¬ 
ers at a time when most of the 
West was violently homopho¬ 
bic. 

It seems clear that by 1951, 
Rauschenberg’s grip on his 
new identity as a gay man was 
fairly secure. And the bulk of 
the work in the current exhibi¬ 
tion dates from precisely this 
period. 

Many of these pieces show 
Rauschenberg taking up and 
playing with the work of a 
number of leading Abstract 
Expressionists besides de 
Kooning. He imitates Jackson 
Pollock’s style of weaving, me¬ 
andering drips not in paint, 
but using superimposed pasted 
sections of city maps with com¬ 
plex patterns of roads. 

As the painted gesture was 
all important to Abstract Ex¬ 
pressionism, the guarantor and 
gauge of emotional authentici¬ 
ty, Rauschenberg’s mass-pro¬ 
duced, “meaningless” gestures 
in the form of intersecting 
roads and highways attacked a 
sacred cow. He also camps on 
Barnett Newman’s subtly phal¬ 
lic sculpture with a similar 
sculpture called The Man with 
Two Souls that makes the 
phallicism of the original ex¬ 
plicit. In all these instances, 
he’s not just playing. 

Queer Perspective 

The specific modes of his 


reinterpretations and the con¬ 
sistency with which he pur¬ 
sued them reveals Rauschen¬ 
berg to be remaking the legacy 
of Abstract Expressionism 
from a queer perspective, do¬ 
ing and undoing Abstract Ex¬ 
pressionism at the same time. 
These pictures are, in short, 
Abstract Expressionist drag. 

Having essentially dissed 
most of the Abstract Expres¬ 
sionists with his remakes of

The Gay Everyman and Mom 

Thy Mother's Glass 

by David Watmough; Harper-Collins, $24.95

I t’s fashionable today to 
deride the theory that 
male homosexuality is 
caused by a strong, dom¬ 
inant mother and a weak, dis¬ 
tant father. Given the obvious 
diversity among parents of 
gay men and lesbians, excep¬ 
tions to such neo-Freudian 
analysis abound. 

Nevertheless, many gay 
men do know a special rela¬ 
tionship with their mothers. 
Indeed, even when the son is 
decidedly masculine, there 
are often correspondences in 
their personalities, as though 
each were in some degree a 
mirror of the other. 

On this mirror imaging, 
Canadian novelist David Wat¬ 
mough has fashioned his most 
penetrating book yet (the title 
comes from a Shakespearean 
sonnet) about his alter-ego 
hero Davey Bryant, a bright, 
exasperating, endearing 
reprobate, who is the pi¬ 
caresque antagonist of several 
of his previous works (No 
More Into the Garden, The 
Year of Fears, Families et 
al.). 

The author’s previous nov¬ 
els cut back and forth in time, 
with episodes standing inde¬ 
pendently as short stories but 
the whole all held together by 
a common theme and the 
unique, instantly recognizable 


personality of the hero. But in 
Thy Mothers Glass the de¬ 
velopment is straightforward¬ 
ly chronological. 

However, there is still al¬ 
ternation, this time between 
the strong, individualistic 
mother and her imaginative, 
impetuous gay son. And the 
mother’s story leads off, start¬ 
ing years before Davey’s 
birth, when Isabella goes 
against her father’s wishes, 
becomes a research chemist, 
and narrowly misses being 
killed when the munitions 
factory where she works 
blows up in 1916. 


Then she meets and mar¬ 
ries Wesley Bryant from 
Cornwall, and her new identi¬ 
ty begins as mother to three 
very different sons, though 
she remains the foreign En¬ 
glishwoman in Cornwall. 
The contrasts between her 
second son and the other two 
are apparent early, and they 
create between Isabella and 
Davey a stronger but more 
troubled bond than exists 
anywhere else in the family. 

As Davey grows up, he 
dominates the story more and 
more, but while the reader is 
beguiled by his adventures, 
such as getting lost in the 
Hampton Court maze and be¬ 
coming the platonic beloved 
of a wealthy Irishman living 


in Paris, Davey demonstrates 
continuously the fierce indi¬ 
vidualism he started imbibing 
with his mother’s milk. 

And although one of his 
earliest sexual experiences 
gets him arrested and briefly 
imprisoned, he becomes, most 
enthusiastically, a gay man. 
But then he meets Ken 
Bradley, a Californian who, 
while not duplicating Davey’s 
mother’s influence, gives the 
kind of love that brings shape 
and direction to the wander¬ 
ing Cornishman’s life. 

However, though six thou¬ 
sand miles and many years 
separate Davey and Isabella 
Bryant, her influence is not 
over. With Charlotte, the 
boon companion of her wid¬ 
owhood, Isabella Bryant 
comes to San Francisco and 
is plunged into the gay milieu 
which her reporter son and 
his French scholar lover 
know as their natural world. 
Understanding must grow. 
Love must be tested. 

Jane Rule, herself an influ¬ 
ential gay writer ( Desert 
Hearts) and an old friend of 
Watmough’s, once character¬ 
ized his Davey Bryant as “‘the 
gay Everyman.” In Thy 
Mother’s Glass we are privi¬ 
leged to see that man as his 
mother’s mirror in a deep, 
real, positive human sense. 
▼ 
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Gesture, Camp 

Rauschenberg here (Untitled [black painting with grid 
forms] 1952-53; oil and newspaper on canvas, 72 x 54 inch¬ 
es) creates a gestural surface without using any gestures at 
all. The layerings of newsprint covered with black paint gives 
the appearance of a heavily worked Abstract Expressionist 
surface, but closer inspection reveals the artifice. Again, 
Rauschenberg is doing a kind of Abstract Expressionist drag, 
offering the signs of emotional authenticity and engagement 
without any real engagement or emotion at all. In any other 
context, we would call this painting camp. — J.K.

their work, Rauschenberg 
seems to move on to other 
things, but even here his preoc¬ 
cupation with the legacy of Ab¬ 
stract Expressionism is evi¬ 
dent. Take his Automobile 
Tire Print of 1953. Rauschen¬ 
berg produced this image by 
asking John Cage to drive his 
Model A Ford over inked 
pavement and paper. 

The image produced is thus 
the antithesis of Abstract Ex¬ 
pressionist art making — a 
purely mechanical “impres¬ 
sion” with no trace of the artist 
in it whatsoever. It is art by 
machine, the coolest possible 
alternative to the “hot” art that 
preceded it. 

By early 1954, after meeting 
and becoming lovers with 
Jasper Johns, Rauschenberg’s 
work would take on a more 
explicitly gay cast, collaging to¬ 
gether such ephemera as auto¬ 
graphed pictures of Judy Gar¬ 
land or love letters from Johns. 
But here, at this early point in 
his career, Rauschenberg’s 
range of references are much 
more oblique. Only now are 
we beginning to read 
Rauschenberg’s coded canvas¬ 
es as something more than 
random assemblages. 

Paradoxically, they are com¬ 
ing into focus as the aggressive 
assertion of a presence enacted 
through a series of absences. 
But then it was, after all, the 
’50s. ▼

The BADR Club 
is less than two years old, but 
already their training pro¬ 
grams are being adopted by 
“branch clubs” throughout the 
United States.

She 
was followed by Sue Chen at 
1:33:41 and Deborah Erdy at 
1:40:57. The remainder of the 
women’s field was tightly 
packed and provided a steady 
stream of thrills for those 
gathered at the finish line. 

BADR members Chris 
Neal completed the 13-mile 
course with a personal best 
mark of 1:33:25 and Thrond 
Midbrod also ran a PR at 
2:03:21. 

With the success of the 
BADR One-Half Marathon 
behind them, the club is now 
turning its attention to the 
San Francisco Marathon, 
which has been rescheduled 
for Aug. 30. The club is start¬ 
ing up its successful training 
program to prepare partici¬ 
pants for the 26-mile course 
and invites all who wish to 
run the race to come out and 
join in the workouts. 

The BADR Club will also 
be participating in several 
other marathons this year — 
locally, throughout the United 
States and abroad.
